EXTRA. 


The thirty-ninth annual convention 
of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, which closed its business 
sessions in Jacksonville, Florida, last 
Thursday, has been marked by pro- 
ceedings which demonstrate in more 
impressive signficance the scope of the 
organization’s power and prestige in 
relation to its widespread trade inter- 
ests. The interval since the 1912 con- 
vention has covered a period of unusu- 
ally vital and momentous developments 
to command recognition by the asso- 
ciation, and the featuring events of the 
year have received the worthiest and 
most comprehensive treatment by the 
various committees to which their con- 
sideration has been entrusted. We are 
sure that not only the members of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Associ- 
ation and the attendants at the con- 
vention, but the considerable number 
of our readers who have a kindred in- 
terest in the subjects and affairs of the 
organization, will appreciate the oppor- 
tunity of an intimate association with 
the convention proceedings through a 
complete stenographic report of the 
sessions in a special edition of the Re- 
porter which will be mailed to all of 
our regular subscribers early in the 
present week. Not only will the full 
details of the business meetings be cov- 
ered in this extra issue, but all of the 
entertainment, social and special fea- 
tures, making it a thorough and at- 
tractive record of the 1913 convention. 
In the current issue we publish a 
summarized account giving the more 
general results of the convention.

FACTORS FOR EASIER POSITION 
OF NITRATE OF SODA. 


While the nitrate of soda market is 
the occasion of a backward buying 
movement, there are a number of un- 
derlying conditions which invest it 
with more than the usual degree of 
economical] interest, bearing both upon 
the present and future situation. The 
spot market basis may be first con- 
sidered as the most tangible and prac- 
tical factor and the price of $2.20 per 
hundred pounds for delivery over the 
next couple of months is in itself sig- 
nificant as representing the lowest 
level reached this year. At the corre- 
sponding time of last year spot nitrate 
was held at $2.55 and the same figure 
prevailed at the opening of the cur- 
rent year. The depreciation has been 











especially marked since June, when 
$2.4714 was in effect and the tendency 
of values over the interval has been 
in seeming anomaly of a movement 
designed to establish fundamental sup- 
port by a proposed ten per cent. cur- 


tailment of production on the west 
voast. We have qualified the word 
“anomaly” for particular effect, as a 


study of the statistical situation dispels 
any theory of inconsistency between 
the course of the market and the ex- 
tent of available stocks as measured 
by production or receipts. Details of 
production give the first convine'ng 
results. For the first ten months of 
the year the output has surpassed that 
for the corresponding period of 1912 
by 2,279,412, against 2,085,960 tons, a dif- 
ference of 183,452 tons. For the four 
months commencing July, by which 
time the six months’ curtailment cam- 
paign was scheduled to begin, the pro- 
duction has been 917,812 tons, compar- 
ing with 865,600 tons for the same 
period last year, with the monthly 
averages coming to 229,453 and 216,400 
tons, respectively. For the first six 
months of 1913 there were produced 
1,361,600 tons, or 226,933 tons as the 
monthly average. On only one com- 
parison has the output during the last 
four months been below that of any 
month of the same interval previous- 
ly, namely October, showing a de- 
crease of 960 tons. The November 
record, it is estimated, will mark a 
total of about 8,000 tons below the Oc- 
tober aggregate, but even with the 
realization of this reduction the sta- 
tistics are not calculated to impress 
one of the sincerity or practicability 
of the restriction movement. 

This impression may find reasonable 
support in the news received by cable 
within the last few days that pro- 
ducers on the west coast have planned 
for a further and more material cur- 
tailment covering the 1914 production, 
the proposal mentioning 200,000 tons 
as the objective reduction. The six 
months’ agreement was supposed to 
effect a 92,000 ton restriction. The 
total annual production of nitrate on 
the west coast is about 2,700,000 tons. 
By this means of regulating produc- 
tion the promoters of the movement 
have hoped to establish the output 
within a more economical relationship 
to the world’s requirements which 
had been outstripped to an extent to 
prompt the most heroic application for 
relief. 

It is not so much in the production 
details as in the record of deliveries 
that the nitrate statistical structure 
is bearing more than its usual weight. 
Imports into this country for the nine 
months ending September are given 
in the official returns as 524,831 tons, 
although the total for the twelve 
months of 1912 was but 486,352 tons, 
and the 1911 aggregate reached 544,- 
878 tons. A compilation of deliveries 
to the east coast ef the United States 
and Canada shows a record of 426,900 
tons for the ten months ending Oc- 
tober of this year, comparing with 
235,000 tons for the corresponding 
period of 1912. Covering the last four 
months there was no practical change, 
122,000 tons in 1913 and 122,500 tons in 
1912, while the gain over the first six 
mouths this year was 304,000, 
against 212,500 tons. European deliv- 
eries, which constitute a significant 
part of the nitrate statistical position, 
amounted to 1,652,100 tons for ten 
months of 1913 and 1,737,320 tons for 
the same period in 1912. Despite a de- 
erease of 85,220 tons the European 
visible supply on November 1 was 
heavier by 115,460 tons than that of 
the corresponding time last year, or 
727,000 tons. The consuming buying 
trade has been backward in Europe, 
the greatest discouragement having 
been in the poor outlook for beet 
sugar planting, for which about forty 
pec cent, of the nitrate imports are 
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normally = required. Although our 
visible stocks are not given, the heavy 
extent of the country’s imports is no 
gauge of the volume of consumption, 
as a good part of the receipts is in 


dealers’ hands. 

One factor must be given fair con- 
sideration for the weakening course 
of the nitrate market, namely, the 
sharp reaction in freight rates. A 
year ago they were at the extreme 
level of 35@40 shillings, while recent 
charters have been booked at 24s. 
6d.@25s. This decline reflects an ad- 


vantage to buyers of $2@3 per ton in 
the import cost. The charter market 
is still under heavy pressure to close 
engagements over the balance of the 
year, and it is calculated to play an 
appreciable part upon early nitrate de- 
velopments. Coming further within 
the scope of imeresting possibilities 
upon the nitrate market has been the 
recent entry of a new factor for the 
country’s trade py direct representa- 
tion of one of the leading producers 
on the west coast. A degree of the 
keener competition for late business 
has already been associated with the 
announcement of a new distributing 
house. 

A treatment of the nitrate situation 
would not be complete without a ref- 
erence to sulphate of ammonia. For 
nearly all purposes tne two products 
are interchangeable, nitrate’s only 
practical distinctive characteristic be- 
ing its adaptability as a quicker work- 
ing fertilizer. With both markets in 
more or less sympathetic relationship, 
a measurable part of the depreciation 
in nitrate may be attributed to the 
declining tendency of sulphate as a 
result of increasing production both in 
Europe and this country. Spot sul- 
phate is quoted at $2.95, comparing 
with $3 at the close of June, $3.20 at 
the first of the year and $3.15 last No- 
vember. The usual breach between 
the two products would seem to have 
been narrowed more by the break in 
nitrate than the decline in sulphate, 
although there is said to be no practi- 
eal variation in the respective valucs 
of their ammonia content as based on 
prevailing quotations.

MORE CONFIDENT TONE OF NAVAL 
STORES SITUATION. 


Late developments in the 
stores market have been of a character 
to impart a more confident tone than 
has probably been experienced since 
the suspension of the leading dis- 
tributing, concern last March. A prac- 
tical measure of improvement is 
shown in the realization of the week’s 
turpentine market touching at forty- 
seven and one-half cents a gallon, the 
hizhest level far this year. The 
nearest approach was a forty-seven 
cent basis late in March, following the 
reaction from the depressing effect of 
the serious Savannah failure. The 
most favorable comparison is found in 
the present market, and that in effect 
early in August, when spirits were 
available at thirty-eight cents. Tne 
quotation at the opening of the year 
was forty-two and one-half cents. Con- 
sistent with the showing of the local 
market has been the course of London 
and Liverpool, each of which has also 
attained its high mark so far this year 
at thirty-two shillings and four and 
one-half pence in London and thirty- 
two shillings and six pence in Liver-

Of further encouraging significance, 
so far as local conditions are concerned, 
has been the firmer trend of rosin 
prices, although they do not stand in 
anything like as favorable a compari- 
son with quotations earlier in the year 
as those for turpentine. This condition, 
however, is not difficult to account for, 
when the peculiarly disturbing factors 
of the rosin situation are considered.

Taking the lower grades of rosin as a 
practical basis, we find the present 
market at $4.15@4.20, about twenty-five 
cents above the low level reached early 
in October, but the prevailing figures 
are still disparaged by those ruling at 
the opening of the year, $5.75@6. A 
more appreciable gain has marked the 
recent trend of the paler grades as a 
result of lessening supplies. 

As justifying the upward course of 
turpentine values during the last two 
weeks, the decrease in receipts at Sa- 
vannah and the well-sustained absorp- 
tion of stocks both for domestic re- 
quirements and export are the funda- 
mental factors. The crop is nearing 
its close and, according to the latest 
advices, is likely to prove of average 
proportions, although it may fall 
slightly below the output of last sea- 
son, It is significant that receipts at 
Savannah during the crop season have 
marked a wider variation on rosin than 
on turpentine, as compared with the 
record of a year ago. From April 1 to 
November 14 of this year receipts of 
rosin have amounted to 427,076 barrels, 
while for the corresponding period of 
last year are noted 520,697 barrels. 
Adding the stocks at the opening of 
the crop year brings the totals to 
518,282 barrels for 1913 and 592,904 bar- 
rels for 1912. Turpentine receipts for 
the same period have been 167,802 bar- 
rels in 1913 and 168,719 barrels in 1912. 
With the carry-over stocks the aggre- 
gates are increased to 182,735 and 185,- 
292 barrels, respectively. So far as 
shipments are concerned, the compari- 
son is of less favorable effect with re- 
spect to rosin, a decreased outlet more 
than offsetting the decline in receipts, 
or 354,091 against 467,304 barrels, mak- 
ing the total stock on hand in the pri- 
mary market on November 14 164,191 
barrels, while on the corresponding day 
of last year there were 125,600 barrels. 
Holdings of turpentine were slightly 
less, 29,569 barrels, as compared with 
31,343 barrels, the favorable record of 
shipments during the 1912 period of 
153,949 barrels having been almost 
equaled so far this season with 153,166 
barrels, The current scrape crop is re- 
ported to be six weeks earlier than last 
year, and indications are that it will 
be about twenty-five per cent. smaller. 
The yield of rosin from the scrape crop 
is four times that of turpentine, as 
against three times from the regular 
production. 

As the surplus of rosin stocks in the 
hands of the leading company at the 
time of its suspension reached the for- 
midable volume of 500,000 barrels, it 
has been a factor of considerable bear- 
ing upon the course of the market dur- 
ing the period of nearly eight months 
of the company’s liquidation, and in 
analyzing the general naval situation 
the relation of rosin conditions and 
prospects commands first attention. A 
good part of this season’s receipts dur- 
ing the last few months has found its 
way into the hands of factorage houses, 
who were credited with fairly strong 
resources to maintain their stocks for 
advantazgeous outlet. While such a 
condition might reasonably be a factor 
of market support, the question 
raised as to whether it was likely to 
contribute favorably to the statistical] 
situation. It is now stated that the 
various factorage houses in the South 
have within the last three months re- 
duced their holdings by about 
fifty per sent. A late statement esti- 
mated the stocks of rosin at the differ- 
ent ports, including Savannah and New 
York, as 287,000 barrels. Some of the 
more hopeful expressions place faith 
in a material lessening of the holdover 
supplies of rosin, as compared with the 
previous record, basing confidence in 
a decreased production by 150,000@175,- 
000 barrels, as well as in an increased 
consumption by about 100,000 barrels.

concerned in the fulfillment of the 
statutory provisions. The need of ef- 
fective uniformity between the Federal 
and State laws has been recognized 
both by the officials and by the repre- 
sentative trade interests as expressed 
on many occasions in the Reporter, 
and it is all the more significant of 
hopeful realization that the recent con- 
ference in Washington and the con- 
sideration and action at the N. Ww. 
D. A. convention should fall within so 
brief an interval of time and recom- 
mend broadly the details of procedure 
along practically harmonious lines. 

Our Washington correspondence in 
the current issue describes the results 
attained at the conference between the 
Federal and State officials as highly 
satisfactory, and the methods outlined 
in the report are indeed suggestive of 
confident fulfillment. It has been 
planned to secure a direct means of 
co-operation by having the State com- 
missioners submit information in re- 
gard to alleged infractions of the laws 
to the Federal District Attorney in the 
district where the violations are be- 
lived to have taken place, so that the 
official may proceed at once if prose- 
cutions are desirable. The government, 
on its part, would designate some one 
to keep State officials in close touch 
with all matters relating to food and 
drug affairs of particular value, mak- 
ing the government a conduit between 
the individual States and the States as 
a whole, thereby establishing the most 
efficient and practical medium for the 
operations of both the government and 
State officials. Uniformity in the in- 
terpretation of laws is urged as a most 
desirable accomplishment, to which 
end co-operative relations are to be 
arranged. By this plan of uniformity 
is meant the establishment of har- 
monious methods of procedure and of 
known standards. The Department of 
Agriculture officials have been gratified 
that so many of the State commis- 
sioners appeared at the recent con- 
ference and evinced such a keen in- 
terest in the aims and attainments of 
the movement. 

In the discussion on features of the 
Federal food and drugs act the ques- 
tion of the misleading character of the 
guaranty required on the labels was 
freely considered; and as there seemed 
to be still an impression that this was 
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tantamount to the stamp of approval 
by the government as to the quality of 
the article so labeled, conferences may 
follow between the heads of the execu- 
tive departments to determine whether 
a change is advisable in the regula- 
tions on this subject, no act of Con- 
gress being necessary to make any de- 
sired modification or correction.

Feed Control Convention Opposes 
Federal Feeding Stuffs Bill. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov, 21, 1913. 
After considering the question whether 
Federal feeding stuffs bill 
that has been under consideration by the 
national organization of feed control offi- 
cials, a

resolution was adopted by the 
convention of these officials held here this 
week to the effect that the resolution be 
referred to the Executive Committee for 
report at the next annual meeting. It 
was also decided by the feed control con- 
vention that the association favors no 
Federal feed legislation at this time. 

_ The Feed Control Association elected as 
its president for the ensuing year Dr. 
J. K. Haywood, an assistant chemist in 
the Bureau of Chemistry, Agricultural 
Department, who has given considerable 
attention to feeding stuffs during the 
past few years. The Executive Commit- 
tee, which is to consider the proposed 
uniform Federal feeding stuffs bill, con- 
sists of Dr. W. J. Jones, Jr., of Indiana, 
chairman; J. W. Kellogg, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and R. E. Stallings, of Georgia, 

There appears to be some differences of 
opinion among the feed control officials 
and the officials of the Department of 
Agrictulture as to the wisdom of having 
a separate feeding stuffs law, but to so 
adjust the subject in order that it may be 
handled under the pure food law with 
the same force of field inspectors, etc., 
that are used in the enforcement of the 
Food and Drugs law. 

During the course of the convention a 
paper was read by Dr. G. S. Frats, State 
chemist of the College Station, at Texas, 
on the “Composition of Cottonseed Meal.” 
Dr. Frats in this paper called attention 
to the fact that samples of cottonseed 
meal recently analyzed by him indicated 
that the fiber content is much higher 
than formerly was the case. He attri- 
buted this to the fact that the meal 
showed a larger percentage of hulls than 
were found in samples examined hereto- 
fore. 

In the course of the proceedings of the 
convention an address was made by Dr. 
Carl L. Alsberg, chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, in which co-operation by the 
State officials and the Federal govern- 
ment_in the interest of uniform laws was 
urged. ; 





Fuel Famine Threatened by Federal 
Land Withdrawals. 


(Special to O11, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov, 21, 1912. 

Problems are confronting the Depart- 
ment of the Interior in regard to fuel 
that has been tied up on Western lands 
as a result of withdrawals of lands in 
connection with the conservation policy 
of the United States. In the past few 
days Secretary Lane has recommended 
to President Wilson that a tract of land 
in Wyoming, constituting a part of petro- 
leum reserve No. 8 be released in order 
to avert a fuel famine among the people 
in the region surrounding that petroleum 
reserve. Information omes to the Sec- 
retary that borings for oil and gas in 
that. petroleum reserve have produced 
small quantities of oil, but little gas. 
rests are to be made by the department 
to determine whether a supply of natural 
sas can be obtained to relieve the necessi- 
ties of the situation. 

During the past month, as a result of 
recommendations made by Secretary 
Lane, about 200,000 acres of land in out- 
standing withdrawals for various pur- 
poses have been returned to the status of 
public lands within the public land States. 
Nearly 265,000 acres of land previously 
withdrawn were restored to the public 
domain, and additional withdrawals of 
about 65,000 acres were made. The largest 
restoration was one involving nearly 242,- 
ww jacres of coal iand in Montana. In 
Utah 14,500 acres of withdrawn lands 
were likewise classified as to their coal 
value and restored. The withdrawals 
made during the month were all for the 
reservation of water power rights, the 
largest being nearly 62,000 acres in Oregon 
and a little over 1,000 acres each in Idaho 
and Washington, but in the latter two 
States the withdrawals were more than 
counterbalanced by restorations of over 
2.000 acres of lands which investigation 
by the Geological Survey proved to have 
no value for power. 

As a result of this work the withdraw- 
als now outstanding include somewhat 
less than 68,000,000 acres, all but about 
10,000,000 acres of which are \lands that 
are awaiting examination as to their 
coal character. The progress that has 
been made in classification of supposed 
coal land is well illustrated by the fact 
that although about 58,000,000 acres await 
classification, nearly 84,000,000 acres have 
already been classified as to their coal 
value and restored to entry. Of this 
total 18,500,000 acres have been classified 
as coal lands and valued at nearly $761,- 
000,000, 

Great progress has likewise been made 
in the classification of lands as to their 
irrigability as required in the administra- 
tion of the enlarged homestead act. 
More than 203,000,000 acres in the arid and 
semi-arid States have so far heen classi- 
fied as non-irrigable and thus rendered 
available for entry in homesteads of 320 
acres jeach.

Hearing on Reductions in Freight 
Rates on Fertilizers. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 17, 1913. 

The Georgia State Railroad Commission 
has under consideration the question of 
reducing 25 per cent. the present rates 
applicable between points within the State 
on acid phosphate and kainit, and also 
the additional question of reducing 10 per 
cent. the rates on all materials that enter 
into the manufacture of fertilizer. 

The first question was brought up by 
individual Georgia mixers who have small 
plants at various points in the State. 
The present rates of fertilizer materials 
in Georgia fixed several years ago by the 
railroad commission are the same as those 
on commercial fertilizers. These rates 
were fixed in order that a manufacturer 
might ship mixed cars, that is. part ma- 
terials and part bag goods. It is pro- 
vided in the railroad commission's rutes 
that the rates on fertilizer materials 
shall not exceed the rates on fertilizers. 

The petition of the Georgia mixers 
asked the commission to take acid phos- 
phate and kainit out of the fertilizer ma- 
terial list and give these two articles a 
rate of 25 per ca >t. lower than that of 
fertilizers, or a rate equivalent to 75 per 
cent. of the fertilizer rate. The reason 
for this request was that these articles 
which are the basis of fertilizers enter- 
ing largely into their manufacture, are 
considerably cheaper than the finished 
goods, selling from $6 to $8 a ton, while 
the finished goods bring from $20 to $#w. 
The mixers claim that the lower priced 
goods should bear a_ correspondingly 
lower rate. The mixers were represented 
before the commission by W. B. Hollings- 
worth, of Fayetteville, and W. H. Davis, 
of Waynesboro. 

The railroad commission in summoning 
the carriers to be heard, asked them also 
to come prepared to answer an investiga- 
tion made by the commission as to 
whether it would fix lower rates on all 
materia!s than are charged on the fin- 
ished goods, the amount of the proposed 
reduction being 19 per cent. Practically 
all of the railroads in the State, includ- 
ing the Southern Railway, the Central of 
Georgia Railway, the Seaboard Airline, 
the Atlantic Coast Line, the Georgia, 
Southern and Florida, the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, the Georgia 
Railroad, and others, were represented 
both by counsel and officers of the freight 
departments. 

The railroads argued that they could 
not stand a reduction, as it would in- 
volve a loss on this traffic which would 
be tantamount to confiscation, and they 
claim that there was no justification for 
making reductions. They point out that 
rates in Georgia now rest on the same 
basis as those in other States, and upon 
practically the same basis as the inter- 
state rates. Value alone, they hold, could 
not be considered except as a single ele- 
ment in entering into the determination 
of a proper rate. 

Interesting in connection with the hear- 
ing was the protest of the Savannah fer- 
tilizer manufacturers against rate reduc- 
tions, these intervenors setting forth that 
if any reduction in the rates of materials 
was made, it would mean & restricted 
area in which they could compete with 
the Georgia mixers, by reason of the fact 
that the mixers are scattered pretty well 
through the State and so largely serve 
the wagon tradg: 

At the conclusion of the hearing, both 
sides were given fifteen days in which to 
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file briefs and when these are in, the rail- 
road commission will take the matter un- 
der consideration. Its decision may be 
expected somewhere about the latter part 
of December or the first of January.

Pharmaceutical Conference Submits 
Draft of Mercury Bichloride Or- 


dinance Bill to New York Health 
Department. 


In accordance with a suggestion of Dr. 
Ernst J. Lederle, the New York city 
Health Commissioner, membefs of the 
New York Pharmaceutical Conference, 
who visited him on November 11 for the 
purpose of interesting the local Depart- 
ment of Health in a movement toward 
safeguarding the public against mistakes 
in the use of bichloride of mercury, sub- 
mitted to him last Friday afternoon a 
draft of an ordinance designed for enact- 
ment and enforcement in this city, and 
also to serve as a guide for other cities 
and States. The measure thus drafted 
anda submitted to the Commissioner for 
his approval follows: 

On and after the —— day of December, 1913, 
no tablets, lozenges, pills or capsules contain- 
ing more than one-tenth grain each of bi- 
chloride of mercury, otherwise Known 4s cor- 
rosive sublimate, all be sold, offered for 
sale, given away or dispensed by any person 
in the city of New York, unless they be of a 
distinetly blue color, and shall be sold, offered 
for sale or given away only in sealed contain- 
ers of colored glass, and conspicuously lat “d 
with the name of the substance and the word 











“Poison” in red letters, and such sales or 
gifts shall conform in all respects to the pro- 
visions of the public health law. 


Before appearing before Dr. Lederle for 
the second time, with the above draft ol 
the proposed ordinance measure, the 
members of the conference held a meet- 
ing in the New York College of Pharmacy 
last Tuesday evening to consider and dis- 
cuss the advisability of incorporating in 
the contemplated ordinance such addi- 
tional requirements as a distinctive kind 
of tablet and container for bichloride of 
mercury. After due deliberation, a sub- 
committee was appointed to draft the 
ordinance bill, but later the members of 
the conference decided to omit from the 
provision of this measure any prescribed 
shape for the tablets and distinctive con- 
tainer requirements, in the belief that 
such regulation should be left for Federal 
legislation, such as is now pending before 
the House of Representatives and the 
Senate. 

Commissioner Lederle expressed satis- 
faction with the ordinance bill drafted by 
the conference members, but added that 
he would have preferred to have some 
requirements as to the shape of the 
tablets and the character of the contain- 
ers incorporated in the bill which might 
serve as a guide for Congress in legis- 
lation along this line. He also expressed 
the belief that a requirement compelling 
the wrapping in paper of each tablet or 
cube of bichloride of mercury would also 
be a desirable provision for the measure.

Warning Against ‘Prescription Frauds’’ 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Noy, 21, 1913. 

A warning against what is claimed to 
be “‘prescription frauds” is issued by the 
officials of the Agricultural Department 
who are charged with the duty of enforc- 
ing the provisions of the Pure Food and 
Drugs law. The officials state that as a 
result of investigations they have ,un- 
covered what they claim is a trick of 
certain patent and proprietary medicine 
vendors which may result in deceiving 
people into believing that they are ob- 
taining physicians prescriptions free of 
cost. 

The department officials state on this 
subject that “in a number of publica- 
tions the department finds advertisements 
are appearing which state that the man 
or woman whose name is attached was 
saved from death from one of a number 
of serious diseases through some won- 
derful prescription given to him or her by 
a regular physician of unusual skill who 
will not allow his name to be used be- 
cause of medical ethics. The advertise- 
ment states that the writer feels it to be 
a duty to communicate this invaluable 
recipe to humanity in order to save them 
from similar ills. The offer is then made 
to supply this prescription without 
charge to any one who will address a 
post card to the advertiser. People who 
do not stop to wonder who is to pay for 
the advertisement and the return postage 
and writing of the prescription are caught 
by this fraud and ask for the prescription. 
In due course a regular prescription is 
returned. This contains a number of ordi- 
nary ingredients and then under a tech- 
nical name will call for a large proportion 
of some patent medicine or proprietary 
drug. The recipient takes this to a drug 
store to be filled and the druggist finds 
that he has to buy some of this patent 
preparation in order to fill it. He, there- 
fore, has to order a large package or 
bottle of it, and to make a profit must 
charge the customer a good, stiff price 
for filling the prescription. The customer, 
of course, gets what is in effect simply 
a patent medicine which, save that it 
bears a druggist’s label and a prescrip- 
tion number, is the same as a patent 
medicine sold under the maker’s own 
label and in the maker’s own bottle, 

“The government cannot reach these 
people under either the Food and Drugs 
Act or the postal laws, because the 
scheme is so planned as to evade govern- 
ment laws. The deception and misrepre- 
sentation appears in advertisements, cir- 
culars, letters, etc., separate from the 
package and the medicines are seldom 
sent through the mails. The best the de- 
partment can do, therefore, is to warn 
the people to be particularly suspicious 
of those who spend money for advertis- 
ing space, postage and letter writing, 
seemingly out of their love for humanity. 
In all of these cases there is a profit- 
making scheme back of the seeming 
philanthropy.”

Very little 
Montana seed is coming into this market 
at resent, but local crushers are still 
hopeful that more of it will come this 
way when navigation closes. A small 
lot of Montana seed was purchased to 
arrive. Practically all of the choice and 
desirable seed coming this way originates 
in North Dakota. However, there is 
quite a bit of Northern Minnesota seed 
that is fully as good as the North Dakota 
and Minneapolis is drawing some of that. 
Crushers are converting most of the 
seed into oil as fast as it comes im, but 
there was a moderate gain in local eie- 
vator stocks during the week. Duluth 
stocks show quite a loss compared with 
this week being 


last week, the total I z 
1,079,239 bushels, compared with 1,729,9lo 
bushels a week ago. Daily receipts of 
seed at Minneapolis and Duluth show 


quite a falling off compared with a week 
ago. As is usual on an advancing mar- 
ket, farmers grew more bullish and held 
on to their seed tighter. Minneapolis 
shipped 27,150 bushels during the week 
ending November 15, compared with 62,740 
bushels during the preceding week. _

seed were received in the local market. 
The spread between Minneapolis and 
Winnipeg was less favorable, and Cana- 
dian shippers evidently could not see an 
advantage in shipping to Minneapolis or 
Duluth. One line_ elevator company 
bought five cars of Canadian seed to ar- 


rive) at a good price, the seed to be 
cleaned carefully before being shipped, 
so no duty would be paid on dirt.

In 
of some of the crushers the 
government report had something to do 
with the smaller movement to market 
during the past week. However, the pro- 
cedure of the farmer in holding the 
actual seed seems to be a poor bit of 
business policy. He should ship it in on 
the market, and if he is not satisfied with 
present prices he should buy the futures. 
In that way he would have the use of 
his money, which amounts to a good deal 
where flax is concerned, and in case his 
bullish ideas are substantiated he would 
be getting the benefit of the rise in 
values. , 

News of the Canadian situation re- 
ceived here is rather bearish. According

LINSEED OIL. 

The week in the oil market showed a 
slight improvement. A sharp rally in flax 
values stimulated interest and a number 
of buyers increased the size of their 
orders. Immediately that prices of flax 
began to decline, however, there was a 
return to the old hand-to-mouth system 
of keeping up stocks, and buyers grew 
stubborn again. The usual amount of 
small trading is being done since the de- 
cline. No heavy lots were traded in dur- 
ing the spurt. Prices were advanced two 
cents during the flurry and at present are 
a cent above last week’s quotations. 

Crushers are still keenly competing for 
business but look forward to a better 
market shortly. For this reason they 
were not as much inclined to cut prices 
to the bone during the past week, and at 
present are showing a bit more independ- 
ence. The general run of news is more 
encouraging for the manufacturer, and 
most of the crushers are less resigned re- 
garding the situation. The recent govern- 


ment report on the outturn of the flax 
crop is somewhat of a factor, and the 
smaller yield in Canada helps the situ- 


ation, too, 

Owing to the frugal system of buying 
during the year no stocks have accumu- 
lated in the hands of dealers, and the of: 
is held by the crushers. According to 
the prevailing opinion locally freer distri- 
bution to the trade is due shortly, when 
buyers in general begin to appreciate that 
the carry-over of flax from preceding 
crops is pretty well offset by the reduced 
vields in the United States and Canaaa 
this year. Early in the week oil was 
quoted at 44@45c. At present prices are 
43@44e, 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL, 


The tone of the market is better at 
present. The approach of colder weather 
in Europe has increased the interest of 
the foreign trade, and although there 
still are heavy stocks abroad, buvers are 
showing more interest in the situation. 
A general increase in consumption conse- 
quential to cold weather is bound to de- 
plete stores on hand rapidly, and less 
assuring news regarding the Argentine 
flax outlook has stimulated interest in the 
situation on this side of the water. While 
greater interest has been shown in the 
offerings there was no pronounced buying 


reportable. Some of the stuff in transit 
was taken at good prices, but most of it 
is still owned by the crushers. Prices 
were advanced 50c. during the week, and 
the market at present is quoted at $24.50 
25.50. 

There was a distinct improvement In 
the demand for oil meal during the week, 
and most of the output of local mills 
was taken at firm to stronger prices. 
Colder weather and the approach of win- 
ter resulted in general stimulation of the 
trade, and larger quantities were taken 
by the general run of buyers. Most of 
them showed more of an inclination to 
anticipate needs and this helped matters. 
There is still room for improvement, 
though. If the present increase in the de- 
mand holds for another week crushers 
will have no difficulty in placing their 
outturn. One or two of the dealers re- 
ported the heaviest trade in many months 
and a much better business than pre- 


vailed a year ago at this time. Meal is 
quoted at $27.50, with a further advance 
imminent if the demand keeps up. Crush- 


ers are more independent, and with a 
broad market are not inclined to give the 
buyer the best of the situation, as they 
have been compelled to for many months 
past. The present outturn is smaller than 
it was a week or so ago.

THE DULUTH MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Duluth, Minn., Nov. 19, 1913. 

The flax market during the past week 
has been one thot is puzzling to every- 
body. It has changed radically at times 
and the traders in the pit confess that 
they cannot tell the exact reasons. There 
seems to be no doubt but that the week 
has been pretty well featured with spec- 
ulative buying, and it does not seem that 
crushers have been doing very much 
business. The market jumped more than 
a cent on Thursday over Wednesday's 
close, gained a little more on Friday and 
on Saturday, with very narrow trading, 
once more gained fractionally, repeating 
that advance on Monday with fair trad- 
ing. Yesterday everybody seemed to be 
trying to throw all their holdings over- 
board, and a slump of more than 3 cents 
took place. Nobody could sell anything, 
and the only surprise is that the market 
did not sag still lower. Flax was the 
feature of the pit, other cereals being 
tame by way of comparison. Now to-day 
again everybody was yelling for flax, and 
it recovered 14@1%c. of its loss of yester- 
day. It is believed that the crushers got 
after the seed heavily to-day because of 
the low price at which it was quoted. 
It looked more like the work of the 
crushers to-day than it has any day for 
the past week. The appearance of the 
trading, except to-day, has been wholly 
that of speculation. 

Both receipts and shipments continue 
to be much less than those of last vear, 
especially shipments, and yet it will be 
noticed by the accompanying tables that 
the amount of grain in store is much less 
than at this time last year. Port Arthur, 
of course, is getting a larger proportion 
of bonded flax than last year. It will 
also be noticed that the receipts of cars 
of flax during the past week have been 
little mcre than half of those of one vear 
ago at Duluth, Minneapolis being about 
the same and Winnipeg’s being about 225 
better The situation is a peculiar one; 
all agree on that that.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Ill., Nov. 20, 1913. 

Operations in the flax market at Chi- 
cago were again on a small seale and 
general conditions governing the trade at 
this point were without material change. 
There were only a few days on which 
any seed was offered for sale at this 
point, but a noticeable feature again 
proved to be the poor quality of the seed 
offered. A small bag lot of rejected flax 
offered early in the week was hard to 
dispose of, and holders were forced to let 
it go at $1.20, and this, too, at a time 
when prices in the Northwest were at 
their highest levels. Another small lot 
offered later, but no buyers were obtain- 
able for it and the sample was. with- 
drawn. Little difficulty was experienced 
in disposing of a car of Southwestern 


flax at $1.25. Owing to the length of 
time which has elapsed since the last 


sale of Southwestern flax it is impossible 
to make a comparison of prices. Crush- 
ers showed no disposition to enter the 
market here save inthe manner in which 
they are seen from time to time. Loca! 
erushers enter the market only when in 
need of small amounts, but they show 
less interest at the moment than is usual- 
ly the case at this time of the vear. 
These people were reported in the North- 
western markets on a larger scale at the 
beginning of the week, the advancing ten- 


dency of prices at that time causing 
them to supply part of their require- 
ments befcre prices had made further 


substantial gains. The sharp break suf- 
fered by prices late, however, caused 
them to withhold from making purchases 
in the hope that additional losses would 
be recorded. The Argentine situation is 
being clesely watched by the trade at 
Chicago and considerable interest is lilze- 
ly to be shown in the movement of prices 
until after harvesting of the flax crop of 
that country has been completed. Cut- 
ting of flax is now under way in Argen- 
tina, but this work has been retarded 
during the week by unfavorable weather 
conditions in sections where cutting is 
being done. While reports from that 
country vary greatly at times om the 
probible outcome of the crop, those com- 
ing from sources considered as reliable 
are mainly of a favorable character. The 
sharp break in prices in the Northwest 
and the declining tenaency of prices in 
Argentina toward the close of the wee! 
caused a change of sentiment among the 
interested people at Chicago. The trade 
was bullishly inclined at the close of last 
week, but expressions of feeling here are 
rather mixed at the present time. 
_There was a falling off in receipts at 
Chicago, the total arrivals for the week 
being only 3,000 bushels. During the pre- 
ceding week receipts totaled 135,000 bush- 
els, and for the corresponding time last 
year they were 57,200 bushels. There were 
1,000 bushels shipped from Chicago during 
the week, the first flax shipments from 
here in several weeks. For a corre- 
sponding time last year the shipments 
aggregated 10,000 bushels.

Demand for paint materials is easing 
off, but is seasonable. Interest in 
many cases has been aroused because 
sellers are stirred up to greater activ- 
ity by threatened competition from 
foreign producers. German and other 
foreign manufacturers of pigments, 
etce., are eager to increase their sales 
in this country, and revision in the 
tariff laws has enabled some price re- 
ductions to be made. During the week 
domestic manufacturers reduced the 
quotations on white lead and the other 
lead products one-half cent per pound. 
Zines are reported as easy, with for- 
eign grades selling well for this time 
of year. Dry colors are selling only 
moderately, with blacks holding steady. 
Lithopone is subject to competitive 
selling, and foreign offerings have 
been prominent, even though producers 
abroad have been reported as_ sold 
away ahead. Linseed oil has been a 
little firmer this week. China wood oil 
is not active, and other paint oils are 
in slow demand. Yarnish gums are 
holding steady, with consumption very 
good during the season. Naval stores 
are firm. A report from abroad says 
the Central Committee of the Associa- 
tion of Paint and Varnish Makers in 
Germany has decided to establish a 
trade-protection office in Berlin, to 
commence operations on January i 
next, the object being to prevent the 
considerable losses now caused by bad 
debts. The German White Lead Asso- 
ciation is taking a great interest in 
the movement and has offered to allow 
members of the association a rebate of 
50 pfennigs on each 100 kilos of white 
lead supplied to them. Complete re- 
views of the linseed oil and naval 
stores markets ‘will be found on pages

Comment on most important items in 
the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 


PIG LEAD.—While the quotations on 
pig lead were held at 4.35c, through 
the week, the market was not strong 
and competition for business was keen, 
and this brought about some shading 
of prices. St. Louis quotes the market 
dull at 4.15c. In London the market 
closed at £18 17s. 6d. per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The market for basic carbon- 
ate was featured by a decline in price 
this week. The easy tone to the pig 
lead market, competition for business 
and desire to encourage consumers to 
enter the market for future require- 
ments are said to be the reasons for 
the decline in price, which amount to 
one-half cent per pound. Demand for 
white lead has been rather quiet, as is 
to be expected at this time of year. 
Present quotations for dry white lead 
are 4%c. per pound. Lead in oil is 
held at 6%c. per pound. It is reported 
that English lead in oil has been offered 
at reduced figures, but sellers keep 
quotations at 10\4c. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE) 
—-An easy tone has been noted this 
week and on Thursday prices were 
marked down one-half cent per pound, 
making the quotation 4%c, for round 


lots. Demand for basic sulphate has 
been easing off and new business is 
quiet. 


RED LEAD.—The reduction in price 
as given for white lead also applies to 
red lead, and the present selling price 
of the latter is 6c. for domestic offer- 
ings. Again reports are heard that for- 
eign makers are planning to increase 
their sales in this country. The market 
is slow and trading is unimportant, 

LITHARGE.—Small lots of litharge 
are selling fairly well, and sellers say 
conditions are about normal. Lead 
products declined in price this week, 
and litharge is now offered in large 
lots at 5%c. Small lots are higher pro- 
portionately. The paint trade is not 
taking large amounts of* litharge just 
now, but the several consuming trades 
are in the market to some extent, and 
total sales are seasonable. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—This market 
is slow, though inquiry has been stimu- 
lated by reports of lower prices, and 
foreign grades of orange mineral are 
said to have attracted more attention 
because of activity of sellers. Present 
quotations are 8@10c. for domestic. 

SPELTER.—A weak undertone con- 


tinres in the market for spelter. 
Some business is said to have been 
done on a basis of 5.07%c. St. Louis 
for delivery through next month. 


Holders are asking 5.15c. for January, 
but there is no demand from con- 
sumers. New York quotation is 5.30@ 
5.35e. In London spelter is held at 
£20 12s. 6d. 

ZINCS.—Sellers of zines say trading 
has been only of fair volume. The rub-

Payne Act.

Appraisers in a 
importations of “Goddard’s 
rial Plate Powder,” the United 
Court of Customs Appeals, in a 
by Judge De Vries, gives considerable 
discussion of the subject of the applica- 
tion of the tariff act to chemical com- 
pounds and articles composed wholly or 
in chief value of earthy or mineral sub- 
stances, whiting, paris white, etc. 

It appears from the history of the case 
that F. L, Kramer & Co. imported at 
New York an invoice of this plate pow- 
der, namely, a powder used for polishing 
plate and other metal Atten- 
tion is called by the court to the fact that 
paragraphs 3, 54 and 95 of the Payne tar- 
iff law have direct or indirect bearing 
upon importations of this class. The col- 
lector at New York classified the mer- 
chandise as dutiable under paragraph 95 
as an article composed chiefly of earthy 
or mineral The Board of 
General Appraisers reversed this decision 
of the collector and ordered the classifi- 
cation under paragraph 54 by similitude 
as whiting, following, as is claimed, a 
decision of the Federal court in a former

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case. The issue then came to the Court 
of Customs Appeals whether the impor- 
tation of this plate powder shall be duti- 
able under paragraph 3 as a chemical 
mixture, or under paragraph 489 as a 
non-enumerated manufactured article. 
Judge De Vries in the present decision 
reviews the treatment of importations of 
this class under the Payne tariff law, 
decisions of the courts and the Treasury, 
and devotes some attention to investigat- 
ing the question whether the ingredients 
of the plate powder are chemicals and 
whether the intermixture constitutes a 
chemical or a mere mechanical intermix- 
ture, and a citation is given to a decision 
touching the question of what constitutes 





chemical mixtures, and in concluding the 
present decision Judge De Vries says:— 
As appears therefrom, it will be ufficient to 
iy that 1ilcium phosphate compos 85.69 per 
cent. and calcium carbonate ¥.Z0 per cent, of 
the merchandise Are calcium phosphate and 
calcium carbonate chemical If not, can this be 
said to be a chemical mixture when composed 
of 85.69 per cent. of calcium phosphate and 9.20 
per cent of calcium carbonate, a total of 
95.89 per cent of the article, when neither 
is a chamical within contemplation of the 
tariff laws? In its tariff enactments, in the 
paragraphs here in question, Congress un- 
doubtedly distinguished between chemicals 
and miner: for duty purposes, Vemonstra 
tion of tt point is had by a reading of the 
two paragraphs 3 and 95 in question, Each 
is in the nature of a catch-all provision Par-

Congress has, therefore, distinguished between 
chemical substances and mineral substances 
for dutiable purposes, and contemplates each 
as a different subject This brings us to the 
query is calcium phosphate and caicijum car- 
bonate chemicals or minerals’ In more homely 
parlance are calcium phosphate and calcium 
carbonate which are bone ash, dust, or re- 
siduum, chemicals or minerals? The United 
States dispensatory, 19th edition, states of

“This is the metal characteristic of lime, 
ind, consequently, of all calcareous’ sub- 
stances Calcium is a very abundant 
element in nature, existing in the mineral 
kingdom chiefly, as a carbonate, in the form 
of limestone, marble, chalk, and calcareous 
spar; and as a phosphate and carbonate in the 
bones and shells of animals, and as a sul 
phate in gypsum and selenite.’’ 

The other standard authorities are uniform 
upon this point It would seem therefore that 
the authorities, which speak the common and 
popular understanding of the use of terms, re

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For Practice and Standard Uniformity 
in Federal and State Pure Food 
and Drugs Act. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov, 21, 1913. 

The conference held between the offi- 
cials of the Department of Agriculture 
and the representative of the Food and 
Drug Departments in the different States, 
which was held here on Friday and Sat- 
urday of last week, brought about re- 
sults that are regarded by the officials 
here as being highly satisfactory. ‘I he 
fact is that although Secretary Houston 
invited the commissioners in charge of 
food and drug laws in the different States 
who appeared here for a conference, no 
well defined plan had been worked out fo 
submission to the conference, and it wa 
discovered that Secretary Houston at the 
last minute could not attend but would 
be obliged to leave the city to fill an 
engagement to speak before a farmers 
organization in New Hampshire. 

Dr. Galloway, the Assistant S¢ cretary of 
the department; Dr. Alsberg, chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry; Dr. Mitchell, also 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, and a mem- 
ber of the Board of Food and Drug In- 
spection, and other assistants in the bu- 
reau were present and discussed with the 
commissioners from the different States 
various plans for bringing about greater 
co-operation in the interest of uniformity 
in the enforcement of food and drug laws. 

The principal addresses at the meeting 
on the part of the government were 
made by Drs. Galloway and Alsberg. 
Several of the State commissioners were 
active in discussing the merits of the 
various plans proposed and in making 
suggestions as to ways and means for 
securing the desired co-operation and 
uniformity in action in the different 
States. 

Principally, the definite result of the 
meeting, apart from the exchange of 
ideas, was the outlining on behalf of the 
Secretary of Agriculture, through Dr. 
Alsberg, of the method for securing the 
co-operation desired. The first suggestion 
was to secure a change in a method pro- 
posed by the Department oO! Agriculture 
several years ago for co-operation be- 
tween the State commissioners and the 
department in regard to enforcing the 
Pure Food and Drugs law. This method, 
as originally proposed, called for notifi- 
cation to be sent direct to the depart- 
ment of incidents which came to the 
knowledge of State commissioners of vio- 
lations of the Food and Drugs law. A 
plan as now suggested is for the delay 
incident to this plan being obviated by 
the State commissioners submitting infor- 
mation in regard to alleged infraction of 
the law direct to the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney in the State and district 
wherein the violations of the law are al- 
leged to have taken place, in the hope 
that investigations by the district attor 
ney would result in prosecutions, if prose- 
cutions are desirable. At the same time 
the information would be forwarded to 
the Agricultural Department, as under the 
law, when food products are seized or 
violations are charged the person charged 
with such infraction is given an oppor- 
tunity to meet the situation with such ex- 
planations as he may be able to make be- 
fore prosecutions are begun. The object 
of this co-operation and the change in the 
method thereof is to secure closer rela- 
tions between State commissioners and 
the department. 

The plan outlined on behalf of the de- 
partment for closer co-operation with the 
State officials is stated to be the assign- 
ment of duties to a specific official in the 
Bureau of Chemistry to bring to the at- 
tention of the State officials all matters 
relating to food and drug affairs which 
would be of interest to the State officials, 
and such officials would also be the rect- 
pient of similar information from the in- 
dividual States. The object sought to be 
attained in this respect is to make the 
Federal Government a conduit between 
the individual States and the States as a 
whole. By this means it is understood 
that more effective work can be accom- 
plished by both the State officials and the 
Federal Government. 

It is particularly desired by Secretary 
Houston and his associates in the de- 
partment that uniformity in the interpre- 
tation of the law and between the State 
and Federal laws shall be accomplished, 
and that co-operation to that end shall 
be secured. By uniformity is meant uni- 
formity in methods of procedure, as well 
as in the known standards. While it is 
recognized that neither the officials of 
the Federal Government nor of the States 
can make standards, that being the 
province of legislation, they can reach 
agreements as to what shall be under- 
stood by all officials of what constitutes 
standards and the ideas which should ob- 
tain among the officials charged with the 
enforcement of laws as to what these 
standards really are. 

It was a source of great satisfaction to 
the Department of Agriculture officials 
that so many of the State commissioners 
appeared. at this conference and exhibited 
such friendly interest in the work of the 
Federal Government under the Pure 
Food and Drugs law. There was very lit- 
tle discussion of proposed changes in the 
law, and all that was sought to be ac- 
complished was an_ understanding of 
methods to be pursued in order to bring 
about co-operation and uniformity in en- 
forcement of the law as it stands. 

In speaking of the results of the confer- 
ence, Dr. Alsberg expressed great satis- 
faction and confidence that the object 
sought to be obtained by _ Secretary 
Houston would be accomplished in a way 
that would be satisfactory to the various 
trades as well as to the officials of the 
Federal Government and the States. It 
is recognized by the department officials 
that much time and labor must be ex- 
pended in carrying out the program as 
it has been suggested. It is intended 
through the plan to be adopted in the 
Bureau of Chemistry to develop a_work- 
ing force in that bureau that shall be a 
connecting link between the individual 
States and the several States. The as- 
surance given by the State commissioners 
that they would co-operate in this behalf 
was very satisfactory to those who rep- 
resented Secretary Houston at the confer- 
ence. The expressions by the conference 
were along the lines of desire to effect this 
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co-operation in the interest of uniformity 
in methods and practices, and it is the 
purpose of Secretary Houston to carry 
out the plans as they have been thus far 
outlined.

Ginning of cotton for the first thirteen 
days of November, amounting to 1,598,474 
bales, is the largest total for that period 
since ginning reports, excepting 1906. This 
total is 256,143 bales larger than in the 
big crop of 1911. 

The total ginnings of 10,434,387 bales ex- 
ceed last year’s returns by 134,741 bales, 
when the quantity ginned to the same 
date was 76.4 per cent. of the total crop. 

The quantity of Sea Island cotton of 
52,679 bales ginned makes that the best 
total in four years, with the single ex- 
ception of 1911, when 71,204 bales were 
ginned. 

Cotton ginnings by States credit Georgia 
with nearly 500,000 bales in excess of the 
corresponding production of 1912, and 
show a shortage in Texas of 716,000 bales 
below that of the preceding year. Okla- 
homa, North Carolina, and Louisiana 
show deficiencies compared with 1912. 
South Carolina and Georgia combined had 
thus far yielded 550,000 bales in excess of 
last season to November 14.

President Thompson introduced the first

Al- 
though his voice was tremulous with feel- 
ing, he sang the following song with 
great gusto:— 

There’s Callahan, a sure great man From 
Southern climes, he always shines. He's pres- 
ident, and will make a dent; we'll call him 
Pat, he cares not for that. There’s Somers, 
too, he'll talk to you. And what he’ll say 
will last all day. Dear Arthur, boy; you are 
our joy ex-president, by New York sent. 
Here's President Ed, well done, well said; for 
our old town he’ll gain renown, the Pittsburgh 
club, it is no dub; hurrah, hooray, hooray, 
hurrah 

The title of Colonel Callahan’s address 
was, “‘A Message from the National As- 
sociation.” After some humorous allu- 
sion, he praised the various clubs for the 
enthusiastic reception accorded him on his 
tour, and extolled the spirit of loyalty 
and devotion exhibited in the business 
intercourse of club members, and urged 
it more and more, saying also that a les- 
sening tendency towards monopolisti¢ 
methods marked more recent business 
enterprise. Considered sociability the 
keynote to a wider development, and that 
there is no common ground for ‘getting 
together” as good as that of our own 
line of business. It beats nationality, 
State pride, and religion. 

lire prevention, flax development, fire 
insurance and other topics of mutual in- 
terest were talked about, winding up with 
a recommendation that the member of 
the Board of Control, instead of dele- 
gates, make report of the proceedings at 
the annual conventions of the national as- 
iation, owing to the larger opportunity 
afforded the former to get vital statistics 
and wider information. He also advocated 
following up Mr. Clark’s clean up and 
paint up campaign. 

Arthur Somers was introduced as one 
of the most popular presidents the asso- 
clation ever had, and his enthusiastic 
reception certainly confirmed it. His re- 
marks were instinct with a hufmanitarian- 
ism which did credit to his heart, while 
the ideas evolved in the effort to teach 
such a gospel indicated the quality and 
brilliance of his intellect. His words on 
thrift showed how thoroughly he values 
the lessons taught in ‘“‘my duty towards 
my neighbor,” and how he would put 
them into execution in the endeavor to 
influeace his brother man, no matter 
what his vocation or station in life, to 
save a small part of his income for the 
inevitable rainy day. He asked the co- 
operation of the trade in the effort to 
help along this propaganda. 

He regarded Pennsylvania as the pivotal 
State in paint legislation, and was con- 
vinced of ultimate victory in securing 
the kind of legislation which would be 
acceptable and satisfactory to the trade 
universally. At the conclusion of his re- 
marks, the hour being late, Messrs. 
Rainey, Gibbs and Caspar made a few 
hurried remarks, the latter commending 
Mr. Callahan for the sacrifice of time 
and interest in leaving his business inter- 
ests in the effort to promote sociability 
in the growth of the national association, 
and moved a rising vote of thanks to all 
of the guests, which was given with 
enthusiasm, 
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Senate Finance Committee Reports 
Favorably on Two Anti-Narcotic 
Bills, but Delays Action on 
Third. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 21, 1913. 

After devoting some time to the con- 
sideration of the three bills relating to 
opium and other narcotic drugs, the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Senate has de- 
cided to defer until the regular session of 
beginning in December, the 
bill H. R. 6282 relating to the registra- 
tion and imposing a tax upon persons 
who produce, import, manufacture or in 
any way deal in opium, coca leaves, etc., 
in interstate commerce 

The reason for this action on the part 
of the Finance Committee is the inabil- 
ity of the committee to agree as to what 
amendments should be made in the meus- 
ure in order to make it comport with the 
ideas which some of the Senators enter- 
tain that the bill is unnecessarily dras- 
tic and contains phraseology which, if 
construed by the courts aecording to the 
literal interpretation to be given to some 
of the language employed, might result in 
hardship. Attention is especially caliea 
to the wording with reference to “per- 
sonal attendance of physicians,” etc 
There are provisions of the bill which 
some of the Senators believe should be 
amended, and for this reason it 1s recog 
nized as practically impossible to get 
through the Senate at this special session 
any measure about which there 1s any 
controversy whatever, it was decided to 
defer action on this bill and give more 
time for the committee to consider and 
to study the objections that have been

raised thereto, mainly by physicians and 
compounders of medicines. The attention 
of the committee has been called to some 
instances where the medicine is not sold 
but prescriptions are sold containing 
small quantities of cocaine, and the com- 
plaint is made by the owners of the pre- 
scriptions that the bill as proposed would 
discriminate against their business. 

The bills, H. R. 1966 and 1967, relating 
to opium traffic, have been ordered favor- 
ably reported in the form that the sub- 
committee agreed to them, but the formal 
report which Senator Williams, of Mts. 
sissippi, chairman of the sub-committee, 
is to make on the bills, has not yet been 
presented in the Senate The forma: 
order for the report on the opium bills 
was directed to be made on Tuesday, but 
absence from the Senate during the past 
few days has prevented Senator Williams 
from complying with the direction of the 
committee, 

The Finance Committee has indorsed 
the bili amending the existing law prohi- 
biting the importation and use of opium 
for other than medicinal purposes with 
the changes suggested by the sub-com- 
mittee, and also the bill regulating the 
manufacture of smoking opium in the 
United States with the change proposed 
by Senator Williams’ sub-committee, 

It is the expectation of Senator Wil- 
liams that at the earliest opportunity 
these bills will be called un, and as the 
report on these measures is unanimous, 
there will probably be no objection in the 
Senate to their wnossage. The report 
which Senator Williams wil! make on 
these bills will be substantiallv the same 
as the drafts of the reports made to the 
committee by Senator Williams several 
weeks ago.

Sherwin-Williams Company’s Repost.

The 
increase in property account is due al- 
most entirely to the additions to Win- 
nipeg works, and to the erection of the 
new office and warehouse building, ani 
the purchase of the land on which it 
stands in Calgary.” 
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Canada England’s Hope as Naval 
Fuel Oil Supply. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Toronto, Can., Nov. 21, 1913. 
The recent statement of Mr. Churchill, 
first lord of the British Admiralty, that 
oil would be the fuel of the future in the 
British navy, and that the supply would, 
to a large extent, have to be obtained 


from the various dominions, has not been 
lost upon the British Government, 
and a corps of experts has been set ta 
work to conduct a thorough investigation 
of the petroleum and natural gas _ re- 
sources of the country. This investiga- 
tion will be the most complete and exten- 
Sive ever attempted in Canada. Experts 
are of the opinion that in the production 
of oil for the needs of modern civilization 
Canada may take a leading place, and the 
government has decided that immediate 
steps toward a realization of the com- 
mercial value of the oil resources of the 
dominion are in the interests of the em- 
pire. It is further announced that the 
Department of Mines is about to send ex- 
perts to investigate the great “tar sands” 
of Northern Alberta. In this connection 
it is interesting to note that in the annual 
report of the Department of Mines it is 
stated that Northern Alberta has as yet 
produced no oil in commercial quantities. 
It says that the deposits are consider- 
able, but the cost of drilling is very high. 
The report adds that the Province Quehee 
sives no indication of petroleum or natu- 
ral gas, that New Brunswick shows con- 
siderable promise, while in Ontario pro- 
duction is declining and total depletion 
is approaching. 





Nut Oil Produced in the Philippines. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Wase"in: on, Nov. 21, 1913. 
The officials ot the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce have received 
from a correspondent in Manila some in- 
formation regarding the trade in Chinese 


nut oil, about which there has been so 
much interest among the varnish makers 
and other users of Chinese nut oil in this 
country. The comments made by this 
correspondent, in a series of notes on 
Philippine development, are as follows:— 
A small trade in Lumbang or Bian nuts, the 
oil of which is valuable in making varnish, 
has sprung up in the islands. The nut grows 
wild throughout the archipelago from Luzon to 
Mindanao, but is seldom gathered or marketed. 
Traders obtain a small quantity in southern 
Mindanao from Moros, who excnange the nuts 
for merchandise. The tree grows well in the 
islands and produces liberally. It is belleved 
by those who have investigated the subject 
that if a system could be devised for gather- 
ing the nuts enough could be obtained to 
make a valuable artic'e of export. These nuts 
are the same as tho;e grown in China from 
which is produced the ‘“‘tung’’ oil, so exten- 
sively imported into the United States for use 
in preparation of varnishes. 

Unfortunately the lumbago trees are being 








cut down for lumber; 600 freight car loads of 
lumbang logs were recently sold to a match 
factory in Manila. Those irterested in lum- 
bang nuts and oil are endeavoring to prevent 
further destruction of the trees and to en- 
courage further plantings, 

The bureau officials in making refer- 
ence to the importance of this Chinese 
nut oil trade call ‘attention to the fact 
that more than 4,800,000 gallons of Chin- 
ese nut oil were imported into the United 
States during 1912, the return value of the 
importations being quoted at approxi- 
mately 49 cents per gallon at the point 
of shipment.

LINSEED OIL. 

Oil prices have held steady through 
the week, with crushers quoting 46c. 
for car lots. In most cases small lots 
were commanding a premium which is 


another sign of strength since there 
has been but little distinction made 
recently between the car-lot buyers 
and the consumer of 5-barrel and 10- 
barrel lots. Demand for oil has been 
quiet and the firmness of quotations 
has not stimulated trading. Many 
consumers are said to be covered for 
at least a part of their requirements 


and naturally are not inclined to place 
further contracts when they consider 
prices to be unfavorable. Future po- 
sitions are strong and, while ship- 
ments through December are _ of- 
fered at spot prices some sellers do 
not care to take on orders beyond 
that. Others quote up to April at 47c. 
There is no quotation beyond May, al- 
though some crushers have received 
inquiries on summer oil. Cake values 
continue weak and this does not help 
the position of oil. There has been 
less talk of importing oil this week 
due no doubt to the fact that Eu- 
ropean markets have advanced in 
sympathy with seed prices. There is 
also a question regarding the amount 
of oil which is held in Europe. All 
reports do not agree that such stocks 
are unusually heavy. 

While there were frequent fluctu- 
ations in the seed markets through the 
week, net changes were small and the 
firm tone which was inaugurated last 
week was well maintained. Perhaps 
the most important feature of the 
week and one which prevented further 
advances in values was the report of 
good weather in the Argentine. Con- 
tinued rains in the sections where har- 
vesting was going on 


would have re- 
sulted in material damage. Shipments 
from the Argentine last week were 


small, amounting to but 135,000 buhels. 
Shipments from India reached a total 
of 293,000 bushels. With the close of 
navigation drawing near, Eastern 
crushers have been more active in se- 


curing seed to fill their requirements 
through the winter months. Receipts 


at New York for the week ending Fri- 
day were 133,700 bushels. Reports on 
the Western, Canadian and Buenos 
Aires seed markets from our own cor- 
respondents will be found on page 12.

Proposed Patent Law Revisions. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 21, 1913. 

Apropos of the discussion that has been 
going on during the past two years, and 
which has culminated at different times 
wn the presentation of bills in Congress 
tv make important changes in the patent 
laws of the land, a bill has been intro- 
duced by Representative Moon, of Ten- 
nessee, H. R. 9305, to amend sectior® 4924 
and 4927 of the revised statutes of the 
United States relating to patents. 

Active efforts were made during the last 
Congress by the Patent Committees of 
both houses to bring about a revision of 
the patent laws. The then Commissioner 
of Patents advocated a mumber of im- 
portant changes and a bill was introduced 
by Representative Oldfield, of Arkansas, 
chairman of the House Committee on Pat- 
ents, which was intended to carry out 
many of the ideas advanced by those who 
desired to secure changes in the patent 
laws, including also some of the changes 
suggested by the Commissioner of Pat- 
ents, 

The bill now introduced by Representa- 
tive Moon is aimed to reach some of the 
defects in the patent laws, about which 
there has been complaint, notably in re- 
gard to the extension of patents under 
different conditions and_ certification 
thereof. The change proposed in the two 
sections of the revised statutes are set 
forth in Representative Moon's bill as 
follows:— 

Be it enacted, ete., that 
amended to read as follows:= 

“Section 4924. That where the patentee of 
any invention or discovery, the patent for 
which was granted within seventeen years and 
nine months preceding the date of the passage 
of this act, shall desire an extension of his 
patent beyond the original term of its limita- 
tion, he shall make application therefor, in 
writing, to the Commissioner of Patents, set- 
ting forth the reasons why such extension 
should be granted; and he shall also furnish a 
written statement, under oath, of the 
tained invention or discovery, and of his re- 
ceipts and expenditures on account thereof, 
sufficiently in detail to exhibit a true and 
faithful account of the loss and profit in any 
manner accruing to him by reason of the in- 
vention or discovery. Such application shall 
be filed not more than nine months or less 
than ninety days before the expiration of the 
original term of the patent, and no extension 
shall be granted after the expiration of the 
original term.’* 

Sec. 2. That section forty-nine hundred and 
twenty-seven be amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 4927. That the commissioner shall, im- 
mediately after the receipt of said application 
and of the report of the principal examiner, 
as provided for in section forty-nine hundred 
and twenty-six of the Revised Statutes, refer 
said application to the Court of Claims to 
hear and decide upon the evidence produced 
both for and against the extension; and if it 
shall appear to the satisfaction of the Court 
of Claims that the patentee, without neglect 
or fault on his part, has failed to obtain from 
the use and sale of his invention or discovery 
a reasonable remuneration for the time, in 
genuity, and expense bestowed upon it, and the 
introduction of it into use, and that it is just 
and proper, having due regard to the public 
interest, that the term of the patent should 
be extended, the Court of Claims shall make 
a certificate thereon, renewing and extending 
the patent for a term not to exceed seventeen 
years from the expiration of the first term. 
Such certificate shall be forwarded to the Com- 
missioner of Patents to be recorded in the 
Patent Office; and thereupon such patent shall 
have the same effect in law as though it had 
been originally granted for and including the 
extended term.”’ 

The foregoing bill has been referred to 
the Committee on Patents of the House 
for consideration and doubtless will be 
reached in connection with other meas- 
ures of this character during the coming 
session of Congress,

Commercial Principles of Law, as 


Determined by Latest Decisions. 
IMPLIED AND EXPRESS WARRANTIES 
IN SALE BY MANUFACTURERS. 

The question of implied and 
warranties in the sale of fertilizer by the 
manufacturer to a consumer was involved 
in an action in Maine by the latter 
against the former for the recovery of 
damages for breach of contract in failing 
to supply a product reasonably suitable 
for the use to which the seller knows it 
is to be applied. The buyer ordered the 
fertilizer by the designation ‘‘4-6-10,"" sig- 
nifying its chemical constituents, which 
he had used to his satisfaction during 
two previous seasons, but on the third 
occasion his yield of potatoes Was very 
materially less than that of the former 
season, and it was charged that the fer- 
tilizer in issue did not contain the chemi- 
cal constituents as indicated in the numer- 
ical description and represented a latent 
defect. In the original trial the court in- 
structed the jury that if the defendants 
knew the fertilizer was to be used for fer- 
tilizing potatoes and that their customers 
throughout the State would buy it tor 
that purpose, then it was ordered by the 
buyer for a special purpose known to the 
seller, and if so, there was an implied 
warranty that it was reasonably fit and 
suitable for the purpose for which it was 
ordered or sold. The jury found for plain- 
tiff and the defendants appealed upon 
numerous exceptions, the principal one of 
which was that the description, ‘*4-6-10,’’ 
by which the fertilizer was ordered and 
sold, constituted an express warranty, 
whereby any other warranty of quality 
was excluded by implication. The ap- 
pellate term sustained the defense on this 
issue and granted a new trial, holding 
that it was governed by the rule of law 
that where a known defined and described 
article was ordered of a manufacturer, 
although it was stated to be required by 
the purchaser for a particular purpose, 
where the article was actually supplied 
as ordered, there was no warranty that it 
would answer the particular purpose in- 
tended by the buyer who relied upon his 
own judgment in making the selection, 
and not upon that of the manufacturer 
or dealer. (Philbrick vs. Kendall, 88 At- 

lantic Reporter, 540.)

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CLAIM TO ORIGINAL AND QNLY GENU- 
INF MALTED MILK NO INFRINGE- 
MENT ON PROPERTY RIGHTS. 
What constitutes unfair competition 
anl morally questionable business ethics 
was the principle involved in an equitable 
action by one malted milk manufacturer 
against another, seeking injunctive relief 
from the practice and methods of the de- 
fendant in exploiting its products as the 
original and only genuine malted milk. 
The defendant began its production of 
malted milk under a patent, upon the ex- 
piration of which by limitation another 
company commenced the manufacture, 
selling it under the same name. The com- 
pany which had held the patent brought 
suit to restrain this use of the term 
malted milk, but the action failed, the 
court holding that the name with the 
patent passed to the public upon expira- 
tion of the patent. The business and 
trade rights of the defendant in this test 
case were acquired by the complainant in 
the present case. It was claimed that 
complainant's manufacture was according 
to a tormula well known prior to the 
alleged discovery upon which the de- 
fendant’s product was based, whereas the 
defendant sought to establish that its 
formula was different by the use of dif- 
ferent chemical processes and giving dif- 
ferent chemical results. Each side con- 
ceded that the other’s product was malted 
milk. By proclaiming its product as the 
original and only genuine one, defendant 
urged that there was a necessary impli- 
cation that all others, including the com- 
plainant, were making an imitation and 
therefore spurious and deterterious article, 
eonstituting an invasion of the property 
rights of the complainant. On the gen- 
eral question the court was satisfied that 
there was involved no element of property 
rights to be protected by injunction, that 
both were in the competitive field, and 
while each may guard his own rights 
against invasion by the other, neither can, 
by injunction, exercise censorship or 
guardianship over the commercial morals 
of the other in respect to appeals to the 
public not based unon a deprivation of 
something legally belonging to the one 
claiming injurv. For want of equity the 
bill was dismissed. (Borden's Condensed 
Milk Co. vs. Horlick’s Malted Milk Co.., 

206 Federal Reporter, 949.)

temporary injunction alleging infringe- 
ment of a trade-mark and unfair compe- 
tition, stated that it was the manuifac- 
turer for many years of a cigar called the 
“108"’ from the numeral of his business 
address and that defendant was selling a 
cigar as ‘208,’ both of which are of the 
same size and shape and similar in other 
general appearances. Complainant's brand 
was declared to enjoy a large sale in the 
same section where defendant was push- 
ing his make, causing a‘ loss of the com- 
plainant’s trade. The court found the 
labels on the different cigar boxes entirely 
distinguishable, and there was no such 
similarity in the two brands of cigars as 
to induce ordinary purchasers to accept 
defendant’s in place of complainant's 
goods. The motion for temporary injune- 
tion was therefore denied (Goldsmith 
Silver Co. vs, Savage, 206, Federal Re- 
porter, 1001.)

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Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, Nov. 22, 1913. 


‘ Operations in the Eastern fields dur- 
ing the week have been subjected to 
more or less difficulty by the recent 
storms, and the record shows a de- 
cline in completions as well as in new 
production. During the week there 
were 209 new wells brought in, with a 
daily total of 4,135 barrels. Sixty-one 
wells were non-producing. For the pre- 
vious week were shown 221 comple- 
tions, 4,940 barrels of new daily pro- 
duction, and sixty-one dry holes. The 
only sections to show a gain in the 
number of wells during the week under 
review were Northwestern Ohio and 
Indiana, but in both of these fields the 
new production was below that of the 
former week. Pennsylvania and West 
\ irginia Were the only fields to record 
& gain in new production, In nearly 
all the districts where the recent 
Storms have left the roads in a condi- 
tion difficult for the moving of ma- 
terials, the starting of new work will 
be delayed, but where the operations 
had been in progress there wil prob- 
ably be a rush to bring them to a com- 


pleted stage. Some fairly creditable 
producers had been drilled in West 
Virginia during the week. Harrison 


county is furnishing more new produc- 
tion than any other section in the 
State. In the Sardis district of Harri- 
son county deeper drilling has been the 
means of bringing in one of the best 
of the late wells. Its capacity was 
placed at 400 barrels in the Gordon 
sand. Several of the older producers 
of the country are holding out at 
gratifying capacities. Another note- 
worthy producer in West Virginia was 
in the Smithfield district of Roane 
‘county, which placed 107 barrels to its 
ccredit the first twelve hours after it 
lhad been shot. Kanawha county was 
tthe scene of a producer suggestive of 
tthe earlier prolificness of the section 
that contributed so largely to last 
year’s new production. The recent 
well was drilled in the Big Sandy dis- 
trict and started to flow at the rate of 
fifteen barrels an hour for the first 
four hours. It was estimated to be 
good for 200 or more barrels a day. 
{In the Weir sand development of Ka- 
nawha county a well was drilled show- 
ing for a twenty-barrel producer, the 
best that has been found in that sec- 
tion of the fields for many months. 
Considerable experimental work is in 
progress and starting in Richie county. 
An important strike was reported in 
Braxton county. A well was drilled 
into the Salt sand at a depth of 1,527 
feet, developing a heavy gas pressure 
and a showing of oil that was esti- 
mated at about twenty barrels a day. 
if this strike fulfills expectations, it 
will bring Braxton county into the pro- 
«ducing lists. In the Southeastern Ohio 
fllelds good producers are being experi- 
emoed in all sections, and new work is 
presecuted with unchecked activity. 
In the Union Furnace district of Hock- 
ing eounty the outlook for an exten- 
sion to the north has been rendered en- 
couraging as the result of the Clinton 


sund producer, estimated at seventy- 
five to one hundred barrels a day, in 
a location furthest north of producing 
limits. Perry county was the scene of 
a well producing ninety-five barrels 
the first fifteen hours in the Crooksville 
pcol, while a Clinton sand producer 
good for seventy barrels the first 
twelve hours was credited to Muskin- 
gum county. Several of the good Fair- 
field county wells are maintaining their 
creditable output. 

The usual amount of new work is 
in progress in the established fields of 
Kentucky, with Wayne county holding 
tne lead. The best of the week’s com- 
pletions was a forty-barrel well in the 
urifhn pool. Other wells in the coun- 
ty have been of medium capacity. The 
process of establishing conecting links 
outside of the established districts is 
long and tedious, and no district has 
shown e production sufficient to war- 
rant the establishment of a market 
cutside 
Seaver Creek, Barren county, 
miles apart from the old developed 


area along Boyd Creek, gave promise | 


as a light pumper, indicating an exten- 
sion of the shallow sand pool in that 
section. Although both sections of the 
Lima fields contributed a greater num- 
ber of new wells for the week, the new 
production was materially below that 
of the former week. The greatest set- 
back in this regard was in Indiana, as 
« result of the less favorable strikes in 
Sullivan county. The record of this 
section for the week shows nine com- 
pletions, of which seven were produc- 


ers, with an average daily total of 
685 barrels, 
One of the features of the week’s 


developments in the Shelburn pool of 
the county was the finding of a stray 
sand about 30 feet below the regular 
formation, resulting in a small pump- 
er. There were no particular features 
in the week’s operations in the North- 
eastern Ohio fields, and drilling is 
practically confined to old territory. 
Wood county has been ousted from 
first place, which is now held by 
Sandusky county, in both completions 
and new production. Despite a de- 
cline in the week’s records in Illinois, 
the new production equalled that of 
last week. No large wells were found 
in any sections of the field and there 
is little to invest the week’s report 
with particular’ interest. Wildcat 
operations are almost at a standstill. 
There is a tendency on the part of 
many of the drillers to take up work 
in other fields where winter conditions 
are more favorable. 


Advices from the mid-eontinent field 
for the week indicate continued ac- 
tivity throughout the field and there 
is an intimation that the market can- 
not be sustained at the rate of the 
increasing production. Wells are be- 
ing drilled on an average of nearly a 
thousand a month and many of them 
develop into gushing producers. Of 
the thirty-one completions in nine dif- 
ferent districts over Oklahoma, includ- 
ing Cushing, thirteen came in good for 


of Ohio county. A strike on } 
several | 


a hundred barrels or more. Of these, 
three had a capacity of more than 900 
barrels and two Of more than 1,000 bar- 
rels each. Some excellent wells have 
been drilled in the Cushing pool, chiefly 
in the northern extension, One of the 
wells came in at a gusher rate, starting 
at 650 barrels a day, in the Layton 
sands, but the best well was rated at 
an initial capacity of 1,440 brrels. The 
promising outlook for the Boston pool 
has been dissipated by news that the 
wells are going to water very rapidly, 
indicating that it will be difficult to 
increase the production along the lines 
that had been expected. In the Kansas 
fields more work in starting and some 
good wells are being brought in. Con- 
siderable outside work is noted in 
Chautauqua county and the amount of 
work in Montgomery county shows an 
increase, Our correspondent is san- 
guine over the prospects for the Kan- 
sas fields and believes that the best 
promise lies west Of the present devel- 
opment. 

The week’s review of the Gulf Coast 
fields indicates a slight gain in com- 
pletions, but a sharp drop in new pro- 
duction. The unfavorable comparison 
is due to the fact that last week’s rec- 
ord included a big gusher in Louisiana. 
Unfavorable weather conditions have 
had more or less of an influence in de- 
laying the completion of the wells in 
course of drilling. Humble is the most 
active section in Southeastern Texas 
fields, but Sour Lake holds the palm 
for new production, In the Panhandle- 
Texas fields Electra continues’ the 
scene of the greatest number of com- 
pletions, and there is nothing to ap- 
proach the district in new production. 
In the Louisiana fields the Jeems 
Bayou district holds first place in both 
completions and new productions,

REFINED PRODUCTS. 


Conditions have undergone no prac- 
tical change in the local illuminating 
oil market during the week, but the 
same degree of steadiness apparently 
prevails under the influences of a 
well-sustained outlet and of a strong 
crude situation. Domestic require- 
ments show the usual expansion inci- 
dental to the advance of the season. 
A material increase has featured the 
week’s export movement for 10,809,610 
gallons, as against 3,265,345 gallons pre- 
viously. Bulk shipments were 7,969,930 
and 328,110 gallons, respectively. The 
record since the first of the year is 
still disparaged by that of the corre- 
sponding period formerly, comparisons 
being 442,611,150 against 505,117,740 gal- 
lons from the local port and 804,439,607 
against 838,914,581 gallons from all 
ports covered by our statistical sum- 
mary in a following column. There 
has been little activity in the booking 
of engagements for forward shipment 
during the week, and the charter mar- 
ket for full-cargo steamers continues 
weak and unsettled. Rates are report- 
el the lowest in several years, with 
the general tendency in continued 
weakness. The only petroleum book- 
ing was for fifteen steamers, five for 
each year for three years, New York 
to Australia, on the basis of about 2!c. 
for four ports. 

A nominally steady market has pre- 
vailed for the naphthas, gasoline and 
other light distillates, but advices from 
outside quarters indicate an easing 
tendency to values’ as @ result 
of increasing competition, apparently 
stirred by the ability of refiners to 
keep in better touch with requirements. 
A keen price war has been reported in 
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Missouri, which has been refiected in 
a cut from 17% to 144¢c. in gasoline in

The enormous amount of oil produced in 
1915, it may be noted, was during a period of 
unusual depression, and under conditions and 
circumstances that tended in every Way to 
curtail rather than increase the output. There 
were fewer tools in operation than for several 
years past—only one-half as many as there

were three years ago. There were fewer wells 
completed in 1913 than for any similar period 
in a number of years. The price of oll had 


been declining under a big overproduction until 
it had reached ‘‘rock bottom.’’ During part 
of the year a large number of producers had 
been deprived of a market and had been obliged 





to shut down their wells for a considerable 
period, 

And yet under circumstances as adverse as 
these the output continued to climb to record 


proportions, and the 1913 output for 
will probably surpass the record of 
the world for any similar period. 
Owing to a big overproduction, at the open- 
ing of the year, of low grade. oil, more and 
more attention waS given to high grade ter- 
ritory as the year progressed until now there 
is very little drilling being done for low grade 
oil, and about 65 per cent. of the State’s output 
is high grade oil. This has brought the aver- 
age price to the producer up to some extent, 
and the average price at the Well may be con- 
servatively stated at 45 cents per barrel. This 
means that the producer will receive $45,000,000 
for his year’s output. Owing to the fact that 
he has reduced his operating expenges to a 
minimum, his net returns are probably in ex- 
cess of those of the previous year. It is esti- 
mated that it costs about 18 cents per barrel 
to produce oil on an average in California, so 
the operators have made but very little money. 
But they all recognize the fact that it was not 
any corporation or combination of corporations 
that caused this, but the simple law of supply

Whether they reap any better returns next 
year depends on how much drilling is done. 
With the present large consumption it would 
not be safe to do much less drilling than is 
being done at present. Any material decrease 


in the output would cause a near panic among 
large consumers, 

Nor is it probable that with the same amount 
of drilling the production will be kept up to 
its present rate. A large number of immense 
gushers have been brought in this year which 


are not likely to be duplicated in 1914 Oil 
men are looking for the decline of a number 
of these gushers within a short time. When 
they do drop to ordinary producers there will 
be a shortage of oil. This will be the signal, 


it is believed, for an advance in the price, and 
renewed activity all along the line. 


More Producers in a Hole. 


Negotiations are said to be in progress 
whereby the General Petroleum Company will 
take the production of those concerns in the 


Sunset-Midway field, which are now without 
a market, because they happen to be operating 
on land involved in law suits brought by the 
government to oust the operators therefrom 
The Standard had been buying their oil, but 
cancelled its contracts when it was made one 
of the defendants in the suits mentioned, on 
the ground that it did not care to be involved 
in any litigation with the government The 
government in its suits, sues for the full value 
of all the oil heretofore taken from these 
lands and all that may be taken The Gen- 
eral Petroleum is attempting to secure from 
the affected companies a guarantee against 
loss in the event the government wins its 
suits, but this is not an easy thing to do. As 
it is these producers have been making very 
little, if any, money, and if the suits go 
against them they will probably be bankrupt, 
so if the Genera] Petroleum gets their oil it 
will be obliged to take all the chances. 
Incidentally the stock of several of the af- 
fected concerns has shown a marked decline 
on the exchange. The government’s action hag 
put them all “in a hole,’’ but it is argued 
that they entered the lands on which they 
are drilling with the knowledge that they had

been withdrawn, trusting to nothing 
the consequences. It may also be stated that 
the injunction which was discussed last week, 
compelling the operators to shut down, has not 
yet been applied for by the government agents, 
A dispatch from Washington states that Solic- 
itor-General Davis has asked the United States 


court to advance for early hearing the cases 
against these companies, not only on account 
of their importance to the government, but 
also to the companies involved. 
Shells to Shut Down. 
The new owners of the California Oilfields, 
Ltd., and the W. K. Oil Companies are pre- 


paring to shut down their producing wells and 
reduce the output to a minimum on these prop- 
erties About the middle of the present month 
the contracts with the Standard for the pro- 
duction, which amounts to about 18,000 bar- 
rels a day, will expire, and unless the »roduc- 
tion were curtailed the company would have 
difficulty in taking care of its oil. One 500,000- 
barrel reservoir is completed on the Limited 
property and another of equal capacity is be- 
ing built and twenty-five 55,000-barrel tanks 
will be built as soon as possible; but this will 
require several months’ time, hence the pres- 
ent temporary shutdown. 
As soon as the proposed 
water is built and the refinery constructed the 
ompany will go after every barrel of oil It 
can produce In the meantime, it is said, the 
company will attempt to sell its limited output 
provided it is not obliged to make a long-time 
contract, It is apparently going to be some 
time fore the Shell-Royal Dutch gets into 
the oil business here in all its branches and 
becomes an active competitor of the other mar- 
keting concerns, but it has been a long time 
getting started and the foundation is apparent- 
ly being well laid.

The Standard gusher (No. 7 on the Emery 
lease in La Habron Valley) has been placed 
under control and is flowing, according to 
actual gauge, 11,500 barrels a day. It is esti- 
mated this well started with a flow of 15,000 
barrels a day, but during the first few days, 
when it was flowing wild, ‘such of the output 
was lost. This lease is now producing from 
five completed w 17,500 barrels a day. The 
Standard now has a daily production from its 
various properties in this State about 50,000 
barre!s 

The burning gusher belonging to the K. T 
and O. Company in the Midway field has been 
finally extinguished after burning for sixteen 
days There is no way of telling how much 
rill is lost, but it is estimated that not less 
than 100,000 barrels went up in smoke. The 
hole was almost ruined during the fire, but 
even now the well is flowing 2,000 barrels a 
day 

Work has been resumed again in the semi- 
tropic district west of Wasco, in the northern 
part of Kern county, where a year ago two 
wells were dri'led without result, One of these 
wells wax drilled 1,800 feet deep and the other 
one 1,000 feet, and although there was a show- 
ing in both, on test they were found to be 
unproductive If oil is found here it will prob 
ably be below 2,000 feet, and this time it is 
said a thorough test will be made. 

Several meetings of the producers and mar- 
keters of gasoline in the Los Angeles markets 
have been held recently in an attempt to es- 
tablish a stand: gravity at which the stuff 
shall he sold. initi ve was taken by the 
city il inspector who found that ‘‘gasoline’’ 
as low as 52 degrees was being sold in the 
city. Much of it was diluted and that under 
the name of ‘“‘gasoline’’ almost anything that 
would burn was being sold. It was this sort 
of business that caused a demoralization in 
prices. It is probable that standard of not 
less than 60 degrees and probably 62 will be 
established.

The Maricopa Queen Oil Company, operating 
in the Sunset-Midway field, has sold its prop- 
erty for $65,000 to Los Angeles oil men. The 


property consists of twenty acres on which sev- 


eral wells are drilling, having a production of 
about 1,200 berrels a day. The property is 
considered a good buy at the price. The Marl- 
copa Queen is the concern that discovered the 
second sand in this section of the field which 
produces a much higher grade of oil than the 





first sand, ani which all the companies operat- 
ing in this vicinity are now drilling for. 





The K. T. and O. Company will begin work 
at once on two 750,000-barrel reservoirs in the 
Kern River field. It is said that the light 
grade oil, of which the company is now pro- 


ducing large quantities, will be placed in these 






reservoirs for the use of the Associated Oil 
mpany in its new refinery at Avon. At 
present the Standard is taking the light oil 


produced by the K. T. and O. and is repaying 
it in low-grade oil and residuum. 

The Lost Hills field is gradually being ex- 
tended in a southeast direction by the opera- 
tions of the Standard on section 9-27-21, where 
a 240-barrel producer has just been brought in. 
The well is a half mile in advance of present 
production and opens up that much new terri- 
tory. This well, however, shows that drilling 
in this direction will be deeper as it advances. 


It was finished at 2,200 feet. which for this 
field is considered a deep well. 
GULF COAST PETROLEUM REVIEW. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Port Arthur, Texas, Nov. 19, 1913. 
A review of the Gulf Coast petroleum fields, 


comprising Southeastern Texas, the Panhan- 
dle, Texas and Louisiana fields, for the week 
shows an increase in completed wells and dry 
holes, while in production there is a heavy 
decline, owing to the big gusher drilled dur- 
ing the previous week in the Louisiana field. 
Numerous failures in holes drilled were found 
in all three sections of the field, but better 
times are ahead for the Gulf Coast operator. 
Advances are looked for in the price of the 
erude, and advances would come with more 
regularity were it not for the keen competi- 
tion by the pipe lines handling the crude prod- 





uct. It is said by those familiar with the 
industry that more money is being made and 
better prices are prevailing in the Illinois 
field than any other known field in the coun 
try. Producers of the crude are having no 
trouble in marketing the oil, as there is no 
competition to speak of but a few small re- 
fining plants. In the Texas fields there are a 


number of large trunk pipe lines handling the 
product, and the price remains lower than it 
should with a scarcity of oil.

short time ago, which shows wonderful staying 
qualities and right in close to the big gas wells 
in the field. The well in question was drilled 
more for gas than for oil, but when the forma- 
tion below showed so good the owners con- 
eluded to make a test for oil, with a result 
that a 200-barrel gusher was unearthed and 
has set the trade,to making new locations, 
which has also been helped along by an ad- 
vance in the price of Texas crude.

The wells in Wolfe county were obtained at slight depths 
and active preparations were made to extend the drilling to the horizon of the 
Berea sandstone. The Wolf field wus extended four miles to Stillwell Creek.

The decline in production which was quite evident in 1910 and 191L changed to 
the slight increase of 2.52 per cent., or 11,910 barrels, in 1912; when the production 
of petroleum rose to 484,368 barrels, against 472,458 barrels in 1911.

Attorney-General Carmody asked the 


Court of Appeals at Albany on Novem- 
ber 18 to consider the right of New York 
Siate to enact a law designed to pro- 
hibit, for the purpose of sale, the manu- 
facture of oleomargarine having the 
Same color as natural butter. The Ap- 
pellate Division, Third Department, up- 


held the constitutionality of the act after 
the special term of the Supreme Court 
had decided that the law was unconstitu- 
tional.

Attorney-General contends that 
is a reasonable regulation, as it 
tends to prevent deception upon 
ultimate consumer of the product. 
This regulation does not prohibit the 
sale of oleomargarine in the slightest 
degree, but omly compels the use of its 
ordinary ingredients so as to produce a 
color not resembling yellow butter. 

The defendants asserted that the 
statute deals only with the manufacture 
and sale of -oleomargarine colored by for- 


eign substances; that if it forbids a con- 
scious selection of ordinary ingredients 
to produce the resultant color of natural 
butter that conscious selection was not 
proved by the State, ana that if it pro- 
hibits altogether the sale-of oleomar- 
garine having the color of natural but- 


ter it is unconstitutional, as affecting the 
practical destruction of the oleomargaririce 
industry.

Ontario Pipe Line Project. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
London, Ont., Nov. 19, 1913. 


The Southern Ontario Gas Company's 
pipe line project to link the Tilbury East 


and Dunnville fields and supply several 
large cities in Western Ontario 1s rap- 
idly nearing completion. Last night an 


agreement was concluded between tne 
pipe line company and the City Gas Com- 
pany whereby the latter company, which 
owns the distributing franchise and plant 
for London, will distribute the natural gas 
through its mains. The supply for Lon- 
don will Le drawn from the Glenwood 
and Beaver gas wells in Tilbury East and 
Romney, the Southern Ontario Company 
claiming a supply of 80,000,000 cubic feet 
daily, with additional gas territory under 
lease. 

The pipe line project has been under 
way since early in the year, when the 
Southern Ontario Gas Company, capital- 
ized at $15,000,000, took over the various 
Doherty holdings in the Dunnville and 
Tilbury East fields. The pipe line from 
Tilbury East to St. Thomas and London 
is practically complete, and it is eventu- 
ally intended to connect this line with 
that from the Dunnville fields, thereby 
linking both fields. Negotiations are now 
franchise for St.

Oil for Lake Ships. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Sarnia, Ont., Nov. 18, 1913. 

Following the recent disastrous storms 
on the Great Lakes, in which eight steel 
freighters went down with all on board, 
and numerous other craft were badly 
damaged, an agitation is on foot to have 
lake equipped with oil sprayers 
and oil supplies, for use in storms, 

The importance of the oil supply in the 
rescue of passengers trom the ocean liner 
Volturno is cited in support of the move- 
ment. In most cases the lake vessels have 
no oil spraying equipment suitable for 
use in storms. J. W. Norcross, manager 
of the Merchants’ Mutual Line, has ex- 
pressed himself in favor of this equip- 
ment on lake craft, and in support cites 
the experience of Captain Campbell, of 
the Sarnia, who after going through the 
storm on Lake Superior stated that had 
he not used oil he would have lost his 
ship. 

Representatives of other companies 
state that they have discussed the inno- 
vation with shipmasters in recent years, 
and the latter seemed to doubt the effi- 
cacy of the oil equipment. 

The recent disasters are, it is under- 
stood, to be investigated by a government 
commission, and it is possible that some 
‘recommendations in regard to oil equip- 
ment on lake vessels will result. 
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For Goverment Control of Fuel Oil 
for Navy. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 21, 1913. 

Active interest is being displayed at this 
time by the Navy Department, through 
Secretary Daniels, for obtaining supplies 
of fuel for the navy. One reason given 
for this is an intimation by Secretary 
Daniels that the Standard Oil Company, 
upon which the department has been de- 
pending up to this time for fuel oil, is 
engaged in holding up prices at a higher 
range than the Secretary believes fuel 
oil should be quoted. } 

Secretary Daniels has written a letter 
to the chairman of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs of the Senate, suggesting 
that legislation be provided for establish- 
ing a fuel oil refinery for the production 
of oil for use in the navy generally. 

Attention is called by the Secretary to 
the difficulties which have confronted the 
government in dealing with many of the 
oil fields in the securing of which the 
government has enacted legislation at dif- 
ferent times. The Navy Department has 
ssade an effort to obtain a lease on oil 


vessels 
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lands of the Osage Indians in Oklahoma, 
which lands have been more or less in 
controversy, arising from charges made 
by the Interior Department that the In- 
dians were being defrauded under the 
leases that have been obtained up to this 


time. One of the difficulties which Secre- 
tary Daniels says confronts the depart- 
ment in its efforts to make oil leases in 


Oklahoma is the status of the law which 
he suggests may prevent competition by 
the government with independent pro- 
ducers who have leases in that territory. 

Attention is also called in this connec- 
tion to the controversy which has been 
raised respecting the oil lands in Cali- 
fornia, suits regarding which are now 
pending in the Supreme Court of the 
United States to determine the rights ot 
the government, of independent lessees 
of lands and the original guarantees, the 
railroads, as to the ownership of lands 
containing oil which were granted by the 
government in original grants to the 
roads a number of years ago. An effort 
was made by the government to with- 
draw these lands because of their oil con- 
tent and this is the issue that is to be 
tried out in the court of last resort. 

Calling attention to the fact that the 
prices of oil have been advancing dur- 
ing the past two years, Secretary Dan- 
iels in his letter to the Naval Committee 
of the Senate says:— 

This year we were forced to pay about 50 pet 
cent. more than we did last year, and an inti- 
mation has already been given that we must 
be prepared for a‘still higher price next year. 


All of our torpedo boat destroyers burn oil 
exclusively; we have four battleships under 
construction that must depend upon oil for 
fuel, and, as the policy of the department is 
to take advantage of the superiority which the 
use of oil gives, it is evident that some steps 
must be taken to protect the government 
against an inflation of prices and to reduce 
as far as possible the cost of operations of 
the fleet.

In\'a note sent to the Commerce De- 
partment by American Minister Theo-

ways.

A sixty-ton asphalt still at the plant 
of the United States Asphalt and Re- 
fining Company, Curtis Bay, just out- 
side of Baltimore, exploded on the af- 
ternoon of November 14, and two men 
were severely injured. The container 
and the brick and concrete supports 
were wrecked, the damage being esti- 
mated at $5,000, fully covered by in- 
surance 


The Canadian Pacific Railway, it is 
reported, is about to put into oper- 
ation quite a number of oil burning 
engines. Transforming of engines to 
the oil burning system is now practi- 
cally completed on the Vancouver 
Northbend subdivision, and forty loco- 
motives which were previously coal 
burners will be in operation on the 
mountain lines of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway shortly. 


Miss Agnes C. Hess, who was taken 
to Baltimore from Pittsburgh on No- 
vember 2 to answer a charge of having 
embezzled from the M. P. Hubbard 
Company, dealers in fertilizers, of Bal- 
timore, swallowed bichlorate of mer- 
cury tablets on November 12, at her 
home on East Twenty-third street. Sie 
is now in the Maryland General Hos- 
pital and the physicians there expless 
the opinion that she will die. 


Paul Schrameck, of the glycerine 
house of Schrameck, of Paris, an- 
nounces the death of his father, which 
occurred in that city on November 5. 
Mr. Schrameck, Sr., who was sixty- 
eight years old, died after a very brief 


illness, Paul Schrameck will continue 
the business with Leon Kahn, his 
uncle. The respective signatures of 


Paul Schrameck and Mr. Kahn in all 
business connected with the company 
will be “Schrameck” and “P. Pon. 
Schrameck.” 


The Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana has opened offices in St. Louis 
and installed distributing plants in all 
parts of Missouri. The St. Louis head- 
quarters of the Standard are in charge 
of A. P. Robinson, formerly with the 
old Waters-Pierce Company, but until 


recently in charge of the Standard’s 
offices at Dubuque, Ia. The Standard 
will distribute its oil in Southern 


Misscuri from the Woodriver, Ill, re- 
finery and in Northern Missouri from 
its refineries in Indiana. 


There is believed to be a fair pros- 
pect that Baltimore will get a large 
German chemical works. Dr. Gustav 
Pister, the director of the chemical 
works Griesheim Elektron, at Gries- 
heim-on-the-Main, having visited the 
Monumental City last week in the 
course of a trip over a considerable 
part of the country, undertaken largely 
to look at eligible locations. It is the 
purpose of the works to establish a 
branch factory somewhere in the 
United States, and Dr. Pister express- 
ed himself as strongly impressed with 
the advantages offered by Baltimore 
as the location for the proposed estab- 
lishment. 


Baltimore is making determined 
efforts, anent the declaration of Secre- 
tary of the Navy Daniels in favor of 
a government armor plant, to secure 
the factory for that city. The Mary- 
land delegation in Congress has been 
urged by influential Baltimoreans to 
inaugurate an energetic campaign to 
the end stated, and other forces have 
been enlisted in the fight. It is 
pointed out that the Monumental City 
already has a great steel works, that 
it offers splendid harbor and dock fa- 
cilities and that its location midway on 
the Atlantic Coast is a strong argu- 
ment when the distribution of the

May Correct False Impression of Fed- 
eral Food and Drugs Act Guaranty. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov, 21, 1913. 

During the conference that was held 
here between the officials of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the State food 
and drug commissioners, there was some 
incidental talk regarding features of the 
Federal Pure Food and Drugs law. This 
discussion, however, was mainly con- 
fined to the question as to the misleading 
character of the guarantee which is re- 
quired under the regulations that have 
been adopted, with the approval of the 
Secretaries of Agriculture, the Treasury 
and Commerce for carrying into effect 
the pure food law. Attention was called 
in this discussion to what has long been 
known to be the case, namely, that the 
words used on labels, “Guaranteed Under 
the Food and Drugs Act,” give an im- 
pression in the minds of some people that 
there is something in the nature of a 
government guaranty as to the quality of 
the commodity so labeled. It will be re- 
cailed that at one time these words were 
recognized by the government officials as 
being so misleading that a requirement 
was added that the words “‘by the manu- 
facturer, ete,’”’ was required to be added 
to the label. This conveyed what was 
intended to be conveyed, namely, that the 
guaranty is by the manufacturer or dis- 
penser of the product and not by the 
government, 

As an incident to this discussion, Rep- 
resentative Mann, of Illinois, the leader 
of the Republican minority in Congress, 
took occasion on Monday last to call at- 
tention to the discussion of this subject 
and to comment upon some erroneous im- 
pressions that have been created as a re- 
sult of the discussion. Mr, Mann is an 
authority on the food and drugs law, as 
le was largely instrumental in securing 
the passage of that law and various 
amendments thereto, and as chairman of 
the Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce of the House during the 
Republican administration he was recog- 
nized as one of the most intelligent and 
aggressive of legislators who gave atten- 
tion to pure food and drug matters. Mr. 
Mann read a quotation from a newspaper 
as follows:— 

Repeal of the present, eaeral pure food 
law, with its misleading guaranty label, will 
be urged upon Congress by a committee of 
State and Federal food and drug officials, 

After calling attention to this quotation 
from the newspaper, Representative 
Mann proceded to call attention to the 
fact that it is not a defect in the law, if 
there is any defect in the matter of the 
label under the food and drugs law, but 
it is a matter wholly controlled by the 
regulations which are prescribed by the 
Secretaries of the three executive depart- 


ments who are authorized by law to make 
the regulations. In commenting upon this 
matter, Mr. Mann said:— 


A similar item, I think, has been transmitted 
quite generally throughout the country in the 
press, I do not know whether this is an error 
of the reporter who prepared the item or not, 
although I presume that is the case. It 1s 
proper to say that the guaranty label provi- 
sion which goes on articles in the form of 
‘guaranteed under the food and drugs act’’ is 
not a provision of the pure-food law. It is a 
regulation made by the departmental officers 
who have charge of the matter and was never 
contemplated by the authors of the law or by 
any one in Congress when the pure food law 
was passed, There is a provision for a guar- 
anty to the effect that the manufacturer of 
irticles covered by the pure food law may give 
i guaranty to the wholesaler or jobber to whom 
he sells, and the jobber or wholesaler may 
give a guaranty to the retailer to whom he 
sells that the goods comply with the pure food 
law, and that in such case that retailer is not 
to be prosecuted for a violation of the law, cut 
that the prosecution shall relate back to the 
person who gave the guaranty. ‘The depart- 
mental officers, or the three Secretaries, in 
making their regulations provided for the 
manufacturer or wholesaler filing with the de- 
partment a guaranty and then placing upon 
the goods the provision ‘‘Guaranteed under the 
Food and Drugs Act.’’ Many peuple have sup- 
posed that that meant that the goods were 
guaranteed by the government. That, of 
course, is not the case. Personully I have é1- 
ways been opposed to that rorm of label, and 
introduced a bill and endeavored to push it to 
alo away with that, meeting objection on the 
part of the Department of Agriculture or some 
of its officials, 

If it is to be corrected, it does not need an 
act of Congress, being a mere regulation. And 
the idea that is cast by this article, and by 
others of the same kind, to the effect that the 
trouble was in the act of Congress, is misiead- 
ing and unfair to gentlemen in Congress both 
now and in the past. 

In this connection it is to be observed 
that there promises to be a reawakening 
among the officials of the Agricultural 
Department in regard to food and drug 
legislation. While it is not expected that 
there will be the same kind of activity 
as was manifested under the administra- 
tion of Dr. Wiley as the head of the 
Zureau of Chemistry and of the Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection, it is certain 
that under the administration of Secre- 
tary Houston and Dr. Alsberg as chief 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, intelligent 
effort will be made to improve the law 
in all necessary respects. What is to be 
lone about the matter of labels with re- 
spect to guaranty has not yet been de- 
termined. It is probable, however, that 


as a result of the discussion of this sub- 
ject which incidentally arose in connec- 
tion with {the conference held between 


department officials and the State officials 
that Secretary Houston’s interest in this 
matter will be aroused with a result that 
«conferences may follow between the 
heads of the executive departments to 
determine what change, if any, shall be 
made in the regulations on this subject.

Appeals, in an opinion by Presiding 


Judge Montgomery, has modified a deci- 
sion made by the Board of General Ap- 
praisers, involving two importations by 
different importers of wax in the form 
of manufactured tapers. These importa- 
tions were assessed for duty at 35 per 
cent. ad valorem under the Payne tariff 
law and, in each case, protests were filed, 
claiming that the rate of duty should be

an unenumerated ‘manufactured article. 


The board held that the merchandise was 
subject to a duty of 20 per cent., under 
paragraph 480 of that law. 

The government took an appeal, al- 
though not claiming that the collector's 
classification. was correct, and the im- 
porters conceded to the contention of the 
government that the goods are dutiable at 
25 per cent., and there was a controversy 
as to the application of the law to the 


various forms of tapers, all of which is 
reviewed and considered by Judge Mont- 
gomery in deciding the case. In giving 


the essential details and stating to what 
extent the decision of the board is modi- 
fied, Judge Montgomery says:— 


The record contains no oral testimony

United States Court of Customs Appeals 
by Judge Smith, the decision of the Board 
of General Appraisers is affirmed in re- 
gard to an importation of merchandise 
which was designated by the appraiser 
at New York as “a mixture of oils.”” This 
product was assessed by the collector at 
25 per cent. ad valorem under the Payne 
tariff law. The claim was made by the 
importer that the merchandise was not a 
mixture of oils, but rapeseed oil, and 
therefore protested that the importation 
was dutiable at 10 cents per gallon, in- 
stead of the rate assessed by the collec- 
tor upon the report made by the ap- 
praiser.

To overcome this presumption 
on his part introduced the testim< 
O. Hoerning, from which it apy that the 
merchandise was purchased on sample by the 
Oil Products Company as blown rapeseed oil,

as blown rapeseed oil. This witness said that 
he had handled rapeseed oil for a period of 
eight or nine years; that he was familiar 
with its physical characteristics, and that its 
identity was ordinarily established by its color, 
odor and specific gravity. The witness testified 
that he applied all three tests to the importa- 
tion and that his experience and the result of 
his tests satisfied him that the importation was 
not a mixed oil but a straight rapeseed oil. 

The evidence on the part of the importer 
leaves something to be desired, and we would 
have been better satisfied as to the character 
of the importation had its true nature been 
determined by chemical analysis Still, we 
cannot say that the tests applied by Hoerning 
were insufficient for the purpose to which they 
were directed or that the evidence was insuffi- 
cient to sustain the finding of the board that 
the merchandise in controversy was rapeseed 
oil, as claimed in the protest. At the time 
he gave his testimony, Hoerning had dealt in 
rapeseed oil for eight or nine years, He knew 
its odor and color by experience. He applied 
the tests ordinarily employed to identify rape- 
seed oll, and on the faith of those tests and 
his experience he testified that the oil was a 
‘“‘straight’ rapeseed Of]. Such a state of facts 
was enough, in our opinion, to make out a 
prima facie case for the importer and sufficient 
to overcome the presumption of correctness at- 
taching to the collector’s decision

Only a moderate volume of business 
has been transacted in the drug mar- 
ket within the week and price changes 


have likewise been of little moment 
aside from marking up of quotations 
for several commodities whose spot 


supplies have been greatly depleted of 


late. A few further revisions of prices, 
reflecting the alterations or elimina- 
tion of import duties, have been ef- 
fected, including additional reductions 
in menthol, but the course of the mar- 
ket has been generally governed by 
the supply and demand here, rathet 
than by the prospect of changes in 


import costs when present stocks have 
to be replenished. In goods of Mex- 
ican origin, the outlook is darkened by 
the possibility of intervention on the 
part of the United States in the Mex- 
ican revolution, but to date the local 
market for these articles has not 
been noticeably affected by this pros- 
pect. 

Advances in prices, which have far 
outnumbered the reductions within the 
interval under review, have included a 
raising of quotations for agar agar, or 
Japanese gelatine; nitrate of silver, 
nux vomica, tamarinds, wahoo bark of 
root, ordinary and XX cubebs, thyme 
leaves, Russian anise seed, celery seed, 
Japan wax, No. 1 Batavia, No. 1 Sai- 
gon roll; China and bud cassia, Mom- 


bassa chillies, No. 1 Ceylon cinnamon, 
Zanzibar cloves, Japan ginger, the

Continued pressure of spot stocks of 
this narcotic upon the local market 
is still exerting a weakening influence 
upon the situation here, while latest 
advices from the producing territory, 
telling of a temporary relief from the 
droughty conditions there, due to re- 
cent rainfalls reported from both 
Smyrna and Constantinople, have also 


inspired easier views on the part of 
operators in the primary centers of 
Turkey. In an effort to dispose of at 


least a sizable portion of their hold- 
ings, local importers and other handlers 
of the gum have lowered their quota- 
tions 5c. and, in some instances 10c., 
further and are now offering druggists’ 
quality gum at $5.60@5.65 in cases and 
at $5.65@5.70 in jobbing quantities.

This 
quietness is merely due to the fact that there 
is almost no glycerine offering for prompt de- 
livery and that buyers and sellers are equally 
firm in their ideas on prices for deliveries over 
1914, 

A few parcels of good crude saponification 
for prompt delivery have been placed on the 
BSS terms at 167.50 francs, while the same 
price was being bid for December delivery, 
sellers demanding 170 francs, 

_ As to 1914 delivery, there have been orders 
in the market at 172.50 francs, basis BSS, 
but no business has resulted, sellers demand- 
ing 175 francs. It is reported that large re- 
quirements are still to be covered over 1914, 
and this might put prices up. It is the gen- 
eral belief even among buyers that 175 francs 
will soon be paid for early contracts for 1914. 

All the above prices are understood to be 
based on 100 kilos, f. o. b. Antwerp, or Rot- 
terdam, payment to be made in cash, less 3% 
per cent. discount, drums to be supplied free 
to sellers. 

Dynamite glycerine has had a quiet market 
and is nominally quoted at 205 francs, with 
buyers at 202.50 francs, f. 0. b. seaport, cash, 
no discount, drums to be returned free to 
sellers 

Dusseldorf, Nov. 10, 1913. 

The feature of business here within the week 
has been a very quiet market for the saponifi- 
eation grade as well as for the dynamite 
grade.

Some offerings of East 
Indian goods are Obtainable at lower 
figures than those for the West Indian 
description, but the former are off 
color and are therefore considered 
rather undesirable. 

VENICE TURPENTINE.—A  note- 
worthy scarcity of this article is re- 
ported in the primary markets, but 
no advance has yet been recorded in 
the local market, where the quotation 
for the true article is still 28@30c., as 
to quality and quantity. The synthet- 
ic product continues to be offered at 
a minimum of 8%c.

WAHOO.—A noteworthy scarcity of 
the bark of root constitutes the prin- 
cipal feature of the local market and, 
in view of the scanty supply here, 
local holders, who are few in number, 
have raised their minimum quotation 
2c., to 38c., while asking up to 5c. 
in some quarters. The demand for this 
bark continues light, but as soon as 
an active buying movement de- 
velopes still higher prices are looked 
for. The bark of the tree continues 
in moderate supply, however, and is 
still being offered at 15@18e., accord- 
ing to quality. 


BERRIES. 


CUBEB.—An activ2 demand and 
consequently diminishing spot stocks 
have combined to strengthen the tocul 
market materially for these berries, 
which have been marked up by hold- 
ers to the extent of a cent to 2c. per 
pound, making the revised minimuin 
quotations 40c. for the ordinary va- 
riety, 4lc. for the XX description and 
for the powdered grade. 


BEANS. 


VANILLA.—Only relatively smal] 
purchases of Mexican beans are now 
being made by the extract makers, as 
these interests have generally covered 
the bulk of their requirements as far 
ahead as the turn of the year and are 
therefore buying sparingly except for 
occasional deliveries in January and 
later months. Uncertainty as to the 
outcome of the revolutionary upheaval 
in Mexico is also restricting purchasing 
operations considerably and the possi- 
bility of the imposition of an export 
tax of 10 per cent. on Mexican beang, 
in addition to this country’s import 
duty ot 3vce, per pound upon all vanijla 
beans, is combining with the sug- 
gestion of intervention on the part of 
the United States in the Mexican revo- 
lution to restrain New York operators 
from contracting for the 1913-1914 crop 
of Mexican beans. Additional purchases 
of the new crop beans in green state, 
consisting chiefly of windfalls and 
droppings and generally inferior quali- 
ties, continue to be made by curers in 
the Papantila district, but the buying 
movement in the primary centres has 
not yet reached more than light pro- 
portions and some difficulty is still ex- 
pected in financing the payment to the 
native planters for the bulk of the new 
crop beans, as none of the New York 
operators are yet willing to risk ship- 
ping money to Papantla or Gutierrez- 
Zamora, and even Mexico City bankers 
are becoming reluctant to send the 
needed silver currency through a rebel 
infested region such as that leading up 
to Tezuitlan, the terminus of the rail- 
road, about 100 miles from Papantla. 
Latest advices from the last mentioned 
center state that the railroad track be- 
tween Oriental and Tezuitlan has been 
torn up in several places by the rebels 
and that it is therefore still impossible 
to make a through shipment between 
these points by rail. It is considered 
probable, however, that if revolution- 
ary activities cease within the near 
future the new crop beans in Mexico 
will be financed without especial diffi- 
culty, as the native growers will pre- 
sumably accept the promissory notes 
of well-known curers with whom they 
have always dealt, in lieu of actual 
cash, for at least part payment of the 
green beans in the event that a 
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sufficient supply of silver is not forth- 
coming. Local operators continue to 
quote whole Mexican beans here at 
$3.75@5, according to brand, and cuts 
at $3.1214,@3.25, according to quality. 

Bourbons continue to be well main- 
tained by operators in France as well 
as by local handlers and it is now the 
opinion of New York operators who 
have recently returned from the pri- 
mary centres, that this is the cheapest 
market for these beans. In Marseilles, 
“heads and tails” are now held at 33 
franes and the stock in that city is re- 
ported as amounting to only 1,500 kilos, 
while in Paris old crop stocks have 
been virtually exhausted and new crop 
beans have not yet reached exception- 
ally large proportions. After the bulk 
of the 1913-1914 crop has reached the 
markets in France, probably in Janu- 
ary, it is believed that New York oper- 
ators and other large buyers will be 
able to obtain more definite intimation 
as to the trend of the French mar- 
kets. If the Mexican political situation 
becomes. worse instead of better, it is 
believed that many operators in this 
country will be inclined to turn to 
Bourbon beans to replace the Mexican 
beans which they would ordinarily buy. 
Local operators are still holding their 
stocks of Bourbons at $3@3.75, accord- 
ing to quality. . 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us as follows:— 

Paris, Nov. 8, 1913. 

There has been an active buying movement in 
the Paris and Marseilles markets within the 
week. The greater part of recently arrived 
parcels has been taken up at prices varying 
according to quality. Many lots have brought 
low jprices because of the fact that they have 
been too fresh, poorly cured and of doubtful 
keeping quality, while some parcels have con 
tained the so-called ‘‘windfall’’ beans—that is, 
beans which have fallen from the vines or have 
been gathered before they were thoroughly 
ripened. Compared with the Bourbon beans, 
the Comores beans are generally shorter and 
contain a smaller percentage of first quality. 
The prices obtained for the Comores beans, 
therefore, have to be calculated at lower 
levels. according to length and their proportion 
of firsts. The usual custom is to calculate 
one or two francs per centimeter, according 
to quality, and 0.10 france per point of per- 
centage in firsts. The latest weekly telegraphic 
report from Reunion announces the sale of 500 
kilos of Leffray beans, 50 to 55 per cent.| of 
firsts, 20 centimeters long, at 28 francs, for 
spot goods, and 350 kilos of ‘‘du Vent" good 
quality beans, 50 to 55 per cent of firsts, 18 
centimeters long, at 30 francs. 

South Americans are still command- 
ing $3.121%4@3.50, according to quality, 
for the 1912-1913 crop Guadaloupe 
beans, while for one especially choice 
lot of 1911-1912 Guadaloupe beans, 
even higher figures are being asked 
than for the choicest of the first men- 
tioned crop beans. Latest advices from 
Guadaloupe indicate a slightly smaller 
vield this year than last year. 
* 'Tahitis have developed further 
weakness in San Francisco and in the 
local market, in consequence of a tem- 
porary withdrawal of Hamburg opera- 
tors as buyers, on the ground that 
present prices are too high. Stocks in 
San Francisco are still reported fairly 
large, but no confirmation of this re- 
port is obtainable. Local operators 
have lowered their prices again, this 
time to the extent of 10c., making 
their revised quotations $2.15@2.20 for 
the green label and 2.20@2.30 for the 
white label beans. 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us as follows:— 

Paris, Nov. 8, 1913. 

Operators in San Francisco are now offering 
at 23.75 francs ec. i. f., and those in Paris and 
Marseilles at 26@26.50 frances for directly im- 
ported lots at the privileged import duty rate.

The feature of the shipments for the 
first half of the current November is 
the marked increase to London, keep- 
ing the total so far this year in excess 
of that for the same time in 1912.

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ROUMANIAN PETROLEUM REPORT. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Bucarest, Oct. 27, 1913. 


The crude market has again manifested its 
firmness by an advance in price, and the small 
refineries have to pay high rates to get the oil 
for their requirements, being obliged to cover 
the quantities of products which they must 
deliver on a basis of previous contracts. A 
moderate consuming inquiry is noted for the 
various products, and, although no large sales 
are reported, the volume of small business is 
sufficiently heavy to prevent any accumulation 
of stocks. 

The current production of crude oil shows 
a perceptible increase, amounting to 5,700 tons 
a day, owing to the addition to the list of large 
wells of the Romano-Americana’s No. 8 at 
Moreni, which resumed its eruptions, giving 
400 to 500 tons a day. Another notable well is 
the Orion company’s No. 203 at Gropi, which 
by regular eruption yields 300 to 400 tons a 
day. The same company’s well at Bana, 
Moreni, for a few days was flowing at the 
rate of 100 to 150 tons and their wells G. L. 
at Tzintea gives 100 to 150 tons a day by erup- 
tion. The Colombia company’s gusher at Mo- 
reni continues to give 550 to 610 tons a day. 
Its total production amounted to 386,500 tons. 
New gains in production are expected from the 
Steaua Romana’s wells Chiciura and Runcu 
and from Filipesti-de-Padure. 

The buoyant trend of the crude market keeps 
field operations considerably beyond the aver- 
age. The more and more attractive prices for 
crude oil and its derivatives have stimulated 
wildcat interests to an unusually keen degree 
and considerable territory is being leased 
wherever there is a promise of successful ex- 
ploitation. 

Reports from the various fields indicate a fair 
amount of drilling in progress and some new 
and interesting completions, The Anglo- 
Roumanian Petroleum Company brought in 
their well No. 28 at Bordeni with an initial 
production of more than 1,000 tons in twenty- 
four hours by violent eruptions. The eruptions 
continued regularly with a daily output of 200 
tons. The oil is heavier than the usual Bor 
deni oil, its specific gravity being 0.835. This 
well is situated in the southern part of the 
field, thus presenting great importance for that 
region. The Concordia company’s well No. 16 
in the same field continues to yield sixty tons 
a day by eruption. The Russo-Roumanian 
company’s well No. 1 attained a depth of 300 
meters; they expect to reach the oil stratum 
at 330 meters, 

The Orion company’s well No. 203 at Gropi 
came in on October 8 at a depth of 384 meters, 
Mislea was filled with gases which caused the 
making violent eruptions. The whole valley of 
Gropi to the village Mislea was filled with 
gases, which caused the work of collecting the 
oil to be extremely difficult and very danger- 
dus. But urgent measures have been taken by 
the engineers to avoid the danger. The well 
continues to spout about 400 tons of oil per day, 
while the sand and the gases have been con- 
siderably reduced. The Colombia company’s 
weil No. 79 is now producing thirty to fifty tons 
aday. The well No. 22 B. Margulies (formerly 
Secileano) is making thirty tons a day and 
Rucareano’s well No. 1 five tons. The wells 
No. 1 of the Colombia company and No. 8 of 
the Romano-Americana company at Moreni 
continue to yield 40 tons a day each by erup- 
tion, 

The Steaua Romana company’s total produc- 
tion for the last fortnight was 1,100 tons a day 
on the average, of which 507 tons were ob- 
tained at Campina and 280 tons a day at 
Policori. 

The total production of the Astra-Romana 
averaged 1,328 tons a day, of which were ob- 
tained at Moreni-Stavropoleos, 1,042 tons; 
Moreni-Bana, 138 tons; Campina, 53 tons; Fili- 
pesti de Padure, 91 tons, and Baicoi and Glo- 
deni, 4 tons. 

The production of the Romano-Americana 
company was 90 tons a day, of which 850 tons 
were obtained at Moreni, twenty tons at Bus- 
































tenari-Gropi, twenty tons at Baicoi and ten 
tons at Tescani.

London Petroleum Notes.

ADEQUACY OF PETROL SUPPLIES.

At a dinner here on 
number of gentlemen interested in motoring 
and aviation Mr, Samuel Samuel, M. ?., of 
M. Samuel & Co., made some interesting ob- 
servations in regard to the supply of motor 
spirit. Mr. Samuel wags the hust of the even- 
ing. He claimed that for the purposes of 
motoring and aviation and in the days of in- 
ternal combustion engines for the navy and 
other marine purposes what thcy had to con- 
sider was whether the supply °f motor spirit 
was likely to be adequate and continuous. He 
was able from his knowledge of the operations 
of the company with which 2 was connected 
to assure them on this point and likewise to 
insist en the point that, apart altogether from 
any question of monopoly, it was much better 
to rely on the big supplying companies than 
on small subsidiary concerns which were liable 
to fail to furnish that which was required of 
them iust when it was most needed, 

Mr. Arthur Stanley, M. P., for the Royal 
Automobile Club, and Colonel Holden, for the 
Royal Aero Club, in speeches testified to the 
fact ghat the company with which the chair- 
man is connected had placed this country far 
ahead of the European Continent in respect to 
certainty of supplies. 

BUT STILL SUBSTITUTES “ARRIVE.” 

These statements notwithstanding, chemists, 
engineers and financial exploiters are still hari 
at work trying to rind a substitute for petrol 
or to put petrol on the market at a cheaper 
basis. Several schemes in the .atter connection 
have been referred to from iiine to time in 
these notes. In regard to substitutes, the lat- 
est has been launched this weeh by an appeal 
to the public for subscriptions to a limited 
company to manufacture @ new spirit called 
‘‘economin.’’ The process of production is as 
follows:—‘‘A mesured volume of ordinary 
kerosene is placed in a suitable mixing ima- 
chine, a small proportion of concentrated sul- 
phuric acid is thoroughly mixed with the kero- 
sene and measured volumes of ‘benzine’ and 
benzol containing resin and picric acid are 
then added—the proportion by volume of the 
benzine plus benzol to the kerosene taken ne- 
ing a total of four volumes of benzine plus 
benzol to twenty-one volumes of kerosene. 
The whole after thorough uimixture is 4l- 
lowed to stand for twenty-four hours. It is 
then distilled at from 225 deg to 240 jez c., 
‘economin —amounting 




















the distillate—which is 
to 80 per cent. of the total volume of the mix- 
ture.”’ 


On paper, at any rate, the results of prac- 
tical tests ‘of this new spirit are satisfactery 
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and they are attested by the certificate of the 
Royal Automobile Club and by reports of other 
trials. By quotations from observations by 
Professor Vivian B. Lewes it is suggested that 
those responsible for the evolution of ‘‘econo- 
min’ have lighted on ‘“‘soms new chemical 
compound hitherto unknown in the petroleum 
distillation industry and which may lead up 
to still better results when jroperly isolated 
and subjected to experiment.'’ However that 
may be, those who have seen the rise and fall 
of not a few so-called rivals to petrol will be 
inclined to indorse the view of one of our 
leading financial papers that ‘‘economin’’ can 
only be considered as in the experimental stage 
and that it has yet to be sommercially proved, 
The capital of the company is £350,009 and the 
purchase price of the patent rights for the 
United Kingdom and the British colonies is 
£100,000—a high figure, but it is to be wholly 
justified by the allotment of ordinary shares, 
The company has to put up its own factory 
and completely organize its business, 


THE PEARSON ECUADOR CONTRACT. 


It is common knowledge and has already 
been indicated in these notes that the ratifica- 
tion of the Pearson Ecuadorian and Colombian 
contracts is a moot point and voncern has been 
aroused here by the pressure which the United 
States is reported to have brought on the re- 
spective contracting governments to prevent 
such ratification, An additional development 
now is that another rival provisional contract 
has been arranged by Americans with the gov- 
ernment of Ecuador. According to the report 
a decree of the National Congress has veen 
drawn up authorizing the Pxecutive ‘Govern- 
ment to conclude a contract with Senor J. 
Cueva Garcia, at present Minister of Ecuador 
to the Republic of Panama, 4nd who is gen- 
erally believed to be acting for an American 
company at the back of which are Standara 
Oil interests. By article 3 of this contract the 
government assumes, subject to previously 
existing rights, the sole right to discover and 
exploit petroleum and its producis and to con- 
struct wharves, me4ns of transpoyt, etc., which 
right it hands over to the contractor subject to 
the following conditions.—(1) The expenditure 
by the contractor within ten years of not less 
than £100,000, work to be begun within two 
yom (2) the deposit within ninety days of 
2,04 a be forfeited if the contract is not 
fulfille d; (3) the payment to tiie government 
of a cpadae of 6 per cent., either in money or 
oil equivalent, on all oil produced. 


A NEW LARGE BDITISH REFINERY. 


It is understood that arrangements have been 
planned for the erection on the east coast of 
Great Britain of a factory for the refining of 
imported crude oil, The scope of the under- 
taking will be large and will embrace the 
production of petrol, illuminating oi] and fuel 
oil. The questions of a supply of the crude 
material and the transport of it over sea have 
been settled. Hitherto oil refining in this 
country has been on a limited scale and great 
hopes of the success of the new enterprise 
have been engendered. 


TRINIDAD POSSIBILITIES, 


The eyes of the public have been opened to 
the oil potentialities of Trinidaa by the news 
of the great fire which arose through the ig- 
nition of well No. 42 of the New Trinidad Lake 
Petroleum Company. This occurred on Octo- 
ber 13 and was not put vut until four days 
later, This well is described as the larzest in 
the British Empire. It was co:npleted on Oc- 
tober 11 and came in at, at least, 10,000 bar- 
rels per day, the rate of flow increasing 
daily in force and quantity. On the day of 
the fire it is estimated that tne yiell was 
30,000 barrels. The fire was actually extim- 
guished not so much by the efforts of ihe 
manager and his assistants as by the well be- 
coming choked with sand. The total yield of 
the well from its completion to its ceasing to 
flow, through the choking up, is reported to 
be estimated at 180,000 to zvv,vv0 barrels, of 
which about 40,000 barrels were saved, the re- 
mainder being burned or destroyed.

Motor Fuel Tests in Germany. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 21, 1913. 
Giving further details of the investiga- 
tion made by the scientists in Germany to 
test the utility of light and heavy gaso- 
line, respectively, or benzol for use as 


motor fuel, the report made by Consul- 
General Thackara, at Berlin, to the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
quotes prices of three fuels used in ma- 
king these tests as follows:— 





The prices of the three fuels to retailers, 
f. 0. b. nearest railway station, at the time of 
the trials were as follows per 100 kilos (220.46 
pounds):—Light gasoline, $12.08; heavy gaso- 
line, $7.85; benzol, $7.38. One hundred kilos 
of gasoline of a specific gravity of 0.75 equal 
thirty-five gallons in volume; 100 kilos of spe- 
cific gravity of 0.88 equal thirty gallons. 


After showing the character of the cars 
used in the tests, the committee repre- 
senting the associations engaged in ma- 
king the tests reported the results as fol- 
lows:— 


The total car mileage recorded with each 
fuel, each being used three of the nine days, 
was:—Light gasoline, 1,596.3 car miles; heavy 
gasoline, 1,615.€ car miles, and benzol, 1,770. 
car miles Calculated on the basis of the 
volumetr consumption of light gasoline dur- 
ing 1,569.3 car miles, the corrected car mileage 
for each fuel, assuming that a like volume of 
each was used, is:— line, 1,560.3 car 
miles; heavy gasoline, car miles, and 
benzol, 1,851.7 car miles. 

On the basis of these results and the prices 
given above it is calculated that the fuel cost 
per unit of distance was 32 per cent. lower 
with heavy gasoline than with light gasoline 
for the ten-horsepower cars and 33 per cent. 
lower for the eight-horsepOwer cars. With 
benzol the saving as compared with light gas- 
oline was 35.75 per cent. for the ten-horse- 
power cars and 52.6 per cent. for the eight- 
horsepower cars. The committee makes the 
following comment:— 

“How far automobile users may realize the 
foregoing results, favorable as they are to 
heavy gasoline and benzol, depends on the de- 
velopment of fuel production and the future 
organization of the fuel market, and also on 
the solution of the difficulties attending the 
carburization of the heavy fuels in low tem- 
peratures.’’ 

The reference to conditions of fuel produc 
tion and marketing has to do with the fact 
that tLe output of benzol in Germany is con- 
trolled by an association of coke manufac- 
turers As to the difficulty of carburizing 
benzol and heavy gasoline in low temperatures, 
the committee comments as follows: 

“Unfortunately, as a result of the warm 
weather which prevailed during the trials, the 
disadvantage of the heavy fuels, namely, the 
difficulty of carburization in low tempera- 
tures, did not appear, and more definite in- 
formation on this point must await further 
trials. Difficulties of carburization can be 
overcome by a preliminary warming of the 
air, by the admixture of fuel of less specific 
gravity, such as gasoline, or by alteration of 
the chemical make-up of the fuel, but in all 
cases with a partial loss of economy.’’

Uniformity of Weights and Measures 
Standards. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 21, 1913. 


There promises to be a re-awakening in 
Congress during the coming session in 
matter pertaining to standards ot 
weig and measures, Whether there 
Will be a renewal of the former agitation 
tor changes m the standard in the United 
States cannot at this time be toliy as the 
committees that were appvointea having 
charge of weights and measures have out- 
lined no policies with respect to general 
legislation. 

Particular interest is awakened in the 
subject of uniform weights and measures 
throughout the different countries of the 
world by the conference held recently in 
Paris in connection with the operations 
et the International Bureau of Weights 
und Measures. Dr. 8S. W. Stratton, ot 
the Bureau of Standards of the United 
Stotes, located here, attended this con- 
lerence as a delegate and has returned 
irom that work with renewed interest 
in the efforts that ure put fourth by the 
international bureau to perfect uniform 
standards of Weight and measures for the 
benetit of the Commercial nations of the 
world. 

The recent conference of the Interna- 
tional Bureau of Weights and Measures 
Was the fifth of the meetings held by this 
bureau, At this conference recommendi- 
tions were made to the various govern- 
ments regarding the certification of and 
Standards used _ by manufacturers as 
length measures, the intercomparison ol 
the national meters and kilograms with 
the meter und kilogram of the interna- 
tional bureau, the value of gravity, and 
questions pertaining to the temperature 
scale above 100 degrees C. In accordance 
with the terms of the treaty, the conter- 
ence has to do only with questions per- 
taining to the standards ana compurisons 
of length, mass and volume. In has inter- 
ested itself in the past in regard to ques- 
tions pertaining to temperatures between 
0 degrees and 1W degrees C, since the 
measurement Of temperature is involved 
in all comparisons ot length and volume. 
Steps for moditying the treaty were be- 
gun at the last meeting, for the purpose 
of broadening the functions of the inter- 
national conterence, enabling it to take 
up questions pertaining to other tunda- 
mental units and standar¢ ot meusure~ 
ment. Several national governments 
maintain lar, standardizing institutions, 
and it is desired to make the international 
bureau u clearing house for these sub- 
jects, since all questions pertaining tv 
units and stundards of measurement must 
be considered from an_ international 
standpoint. 

The international bureau was. estab- 
lished in 1875 by treaty signed by seven- 
teen countries, and was tormally opened 
in isis. The government of France do- 
nated the grounds and buildings neces- 
sury for the bureau, selecting a site in 
the park of St, Cloud, just outside of 
Paris. This site has been declared neu- 
tral territory. 

The international bureau is maintained 
by subseription from the various gov- 
ernments entering into the treaty. There 
are now thirty-six countries which sub- 
scribe toward the maintenance of the 
bureau. Its affairs are administered by 
an International Committee of Weights 
and Measures, of which the director of 
the National Bureau of Standards of this 
country is a member, and its membership 
consists’ of the representatives of the 
various ignatory countries. This com- 
mittee meets every two years and directs 
the affairs of the bureau. The work of 
the bureau is carried on by a director and 
a suitable scientifie staff. Every six years 
a conference of all the delegates from 
the countries entering into the treaty is 
held at the international bureau.

New Method for Producing Nitric 
Acid. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Novy. 21, 1913. 

In view of the suggestion recently made 
in a bill presented in Congress for the 
taking or nitrogen from the air for use 
in the manufacture of fertilizers, a brief 
report which comes from Christiania, 
Norway, regarding the new concentrated 
nitric acid in that country is interesting. 
It appears that ‘fa Norwegian company 
has succeeded in producing 98 per cent. 
nitric acid from the 30 per cent. acid it 
has been producing at its Notodden and 
{jukan plants for use in the manufacture 
of calcium nitrate. The method of 
manufacturing the concentrated acid has 
been patented in all countries, and the 
acid has already been used successfully 
by factories manufacturing explosives. 
Details of the process are withheld, but 
the raw materials used are water from 
the Maane River and atmospheric nitro- 
gen. The manufacture of this concen- 
trated acid is expected to prove of great 
importance.”’

Forecast of Indigo Crop. 
The Commercial Intelligence Depart- 
ment, Calcutta, has issued the following 


first general memorandum on the indigo 
crop of the season 1913-14:— 


On the average of the five years ending 1911- 
1912 the provinces dealt with in this memo- 
randum contain some 98 per cent. of the total 
area under indigo in British India. The aver- 
age area under the crop in that period was 
some 303,000 acres. The United Provinces, 
which usually contain some 12 per cent. of the 
total area under indigo, have not, however, 
made any specific estimate of any but the Ir- 
rigated acreage sown at this stage. Exclud- 
ing these provinces altogether, the total area 
now reported comes to 111,800 acres as com- 
pared with 170,600 acres (revised figure) at this 
date last year—a decrease of 34.5 per cent. 

The following is a summary of the provin- 
cial reports. The figures in parentheses follow- 
ing the name of each province, indicate what 
percentage of the total indigo area of British 
India ig ordinarily cultivated in that prov- 
ince. 

3ehar and Orissa (39.4 per cent.).—The area 
sown is estimated at 59,500 acres, as compared 
with 90,100 acres last year—a decrease of 34 
per cent., attributed to the drop in prices in 
the Calcutta market, Sowlngs began in most 
districts under favorable conditions and the 
crop promised to be a good ono, but the ex- 
cessive rainfall received later affected the 
growth and outturn. The average outturn for 


the province as a whole is astimated at 65 per 








cent. of the normal. 
per acre.) 

Madras (31.7 per cent.).—The total area sown 
in raiyatwari villages up to the end of August 
is reported to be 25,600 acres, or 34 per cent. 
less than the area sown in the corresponding 
period of last year. The cultivation of indigo 
is gradually decreasing, as it has lost much 
of its value commercially. The crop ig re- 
ported to be from fair to good. The area re- 
ported from villages other than raiyatwari is 
some 2,800 acres. 

Punjab (14.9 per cent.).—Estimates the area 
sown up to the end of September to be 22,700 
acres, as compared with 38,700 acres last year 

a decrease of 41.3 per cent., attributed to de- 
ficient water supply from inundation canals. 
The condition of the crop is reported to be 
somewhat below acerage. 

United Provinces (11.7 per cent.)—The exact 
area sown will not be known till Devember 
next, but the return published by the Irrigation 
Department for July, 1913, snows the area ir- 
rigated from canals to be 10,157 acres, com- 
pared with 10,204 acres last year. In the 
eastern districts the area is reported to have 
further decreased thig year. lhe crop germi-

nated well. Slight damage was done to the 
plant in the eastern districts by excessive rain 
and in the western districts by drought. The 
outturn is at present estimated at 75 to 100 
per cent. of the normal, (Normal equal i8 
pounds per acre.) 

Bengal (0.4 per cent.)—The area ‘sown is 
estimated at 1,200 acres, as compared with 
1,000 acres last year—an increase of 20 per 
cent.

Menhaden Industry in 1912. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 18, 1913. 

In view of the great importance of the 
menhaden industry and the popular in- 
terest which it has attracted in recent 
years, the Bureau of Fisheries. of the 
Department of Commerce, in 1913 under- 
took a very comprehensive statistical 
canvass, Which has just been completed. 
A special bulletin, giving the results of 
the canvass, will shortly be issued and 
distributed to the trade, 

It appears that the season of 1912 was 
one of the most successful in the entire 
history of this industry, which goes back 
for about half a century. Every factory 
on the coast from Maine to Florida has 
been visited and complete data have been 
obtained, showing the quantity of fish 
utilized, the quantity and value of the oil 
and fertilizer manufactured therefrom, 
together with the number of persons em- 
ployed, the amount of money invested, 
anid the number of vessels engaged in 
supplying menhaden to the factories. 

The fishery and the industry dependent 
thereon ure most extensive in Virginia, 
New York, North Carolina, Delaware and 
New Jersey, in the order named. About 
150 vessels were employed throughout the 
season in catching menhaden for forty- 
eight factories; 5,900 persons made a liveli- 
hood in taking menhaden and in convert- 
ing them into oil and guano, and nearly 
$8,000,000 was invested. 

The enormous catch of 1,061,000,000 fish, 
equivalent to over 3,000,000 barrels, or 
over 300,000 tons, is credited to this fishery 
in 1912, with a first value of over $2,000,000. 
Ot this quantity Virginia contributed 
nearly half. The manufactured products 
consisted of 6,650,000 gallons of oil and 
about ,000 tons of fertilizer, valued at 


6, 


3, 700,000. 

This investigation confirmed the pre- 
vious experience of the Bureau of Fisher- 
les in regard to the capture and utiliza- 
tion in this industry of other fishes than 
menhaden. While the purse seines used 
by the menhaden fishermen are capable 
of taking all kinds of free-swimming 
fishes, as a matter of fact during the 
year 1912 the catch of food species was 
negligible. Considerable quantities of sea 
robins, skates, swellfish and sharks were 
utilized, and in Chesapeake Bay herring 
and perch suitable for human food were 
purchased by the menhaden factoriés and 
converted into fertilizer. This, the only 
abuse noted during the season, is a mat 
ter for correction, not through the men- 
haden industry, but through the local net 
fisheries at the head of Chesapeake Bay.

For Indian Mineral Land Control. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 21, 1913. 
‘rom the Committee on Public Lands 
of the United States Senate a _ favor- 
able report has been made upon a bill (8. 
2651), providing for the purchase and dis- 
posal of certain lands within the Indian 





reservations of the West, containing 
kaolin, kaolite, Fuller’s earth, and other 
minerais. 

The Commitiee on Public Lands recast 
the bill so it will read as follows:— 

That all lands containing minerals, except 
those hereinafter specifically reserved, within 


such parts of Indian reservations as have here- 
tofore been opened to settlement and entry un- 
der acts of Congress which did not authorize 
the disposal of such mineral lands, shall be 
open to exploration and purchase and be dis- 
posed of under the general provisions of the 
mining and coal land laws of the United 
States, and the proceeds arising therefrom shall 
be deposited in the Treasury for the same pur- 
pose for which the proceeds arising from the 
disposal of other lands within -the reservation 
in which such mineral bearing lands are lo- 
cated were deposited: Provided, That all lands 
containing valuable deposits of oil, natural 
gas, phosphates, nitrates, potash and asphaltic 
minerals are hereby expressly reserved from 
location and disposition pending future action 


by Congress, and lands containing fuller’s 
earth, kaolin, china clay and ball clay shall 
be disposed of under the provisions of law 


relating to placer mining claims, but the same 
person, association or corporation shall not 
locate or enter more than one claim, not ex- 
ceeding 160 acres in area hereunder: Provided 
further, That none of the lands or mineral de- 


posits, the disposal of which is herein pro- 
vided for, shall be disposed of at less price 
than that fixed by the applicable mining or 


coal land laws, and in no instance at less than 
their appraised value for agricultural purposes. 


In connection with the favorable report 
upon this bill the committee incorporated 
as part of the report a letter received by 
the committee from A. A. Jones, acting 
Secretary of the Interior, discussing in 
some detail the subject of the purchase 
and disposition of the lands in question. 
The secretary said:— 


The subject of the disposition of these min- 
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erals is an important one, particularly when 
their variety, character and the interests of the 
Indians are considered. Consequently, it has 
been necessary for the department to devote 
some time to securing information and to reach- 
ing the necessary conclusions preliminary to 
report. 

Generally speaking, I favor the opening of 
these mineral deposits to disposition under 
proper conditions, and believe that existing 
laws are not well adapted to certain classes of 
minerals, and that limitations designed to pre- 
vent monopoly should be imposed upon others. 
Kaolin, kaolinite and fuller’s earth are spe- 
cifically mentioned in the bill, and presumably 
deposits of those minerals are known to exist 
within some of the former Indian reservations. 

I am advised by the Geological Survey that 
fuller’s earth, a clay, often high in combined 
water and ranging in color from gray to green, 
is used principally in this country for bieach- 
ing, clarifying or filtering fats, greases and 
oils, and that prior to the year 1893 all of that 
mineral used in the United States was im- 
ported, The production during the past six 
years has ranged from 30,000 to 40,000 tons 
annually, the average price ranging from $5 
to $9.50 per ton, but the average price in the 
Western States in 1912 was nearly $12 per ton. 
Florida, Georgia, Arkansas and Texas are the 
States whose production is reported to be of 
the greatest value, although two plants are re- 
ported to exist in South Dakota. Kaolin, china 
clay and ball clay are the principal clays used 
in the manufacture of the higher grade pot- 
tery. Kaolin is a residual white clay, consist- 
ing chiefly of the mineral kaolinite, combined 
With other hydrous aluminum silicates. The 
director of the Survey reports that the most 
of the known kaolin deposits are east of the 
Mississippi River, though some valuable de- 
posi have been developed in Missouri, Utah, 
and Texas and a possible deposit is indicated 
near Custer, S. D. 

With 








respect to deposits of oil, natural gas, 


phosphates, nitrates, potash and asphaltic min- . 


erals, it seems to be generally admitted that 
the present mining laws are not appropriate to 
their disposition, and large areas of public 
lands containing the deposits have been with- 
drawn by the President under the act of June 
25, 1910 (36 Stat., 847), for classification and 
pending legislation by Congress Various bills 
have been introduced to provide methods for 
their disposal. In my opinion, all lands con- 
taining valuable deposits of the last named 
minerals within former Indian _ reservations 
should be withheld from disposition for the 
present pending full consideration by Congress 
of the propriety of enacting special laws pecu- 
liarly adapted to the development of those de- 
posits. The value and scarcity of known de- 
posits of fuller’s earth, kaolin, china and ball 
clay, the nature of their occurrence, and meth- 
od of production would seem to render it ad- 
visable to limit the acreage which may be ac- 
quired under the mining laws by an individual 
or corporation to not exceeding 160 acres,

claims, while under various acts passed by

per acre. It would seem, therefore, in such 
eases where the proceeds of sale are reserved 
to the Indians that no minerals should be dis- 
posed of for less than the prices fixed by the 
mining laws, nor for less than their appraised 
or fixed values where those exceed the prices 
fixed by the mining laws.

Census Report on Sulphuric, Nitric and 
Mixed Acids. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 21, 1913. 
In reporting upon the manufacture of 
sulphuric, nitric and mixed acids in the 


last census year of 1909, the Director of 
the United States Census Bureau states 
that statistics have been prepared in con- 
nection with this report pertaining to 
establishments manufacturing sulphuric, 
nitric and mixed acids as chief products, 
additional statistics are given showing 
the total production of these acids by all 








establishments, including those engaged 
primarily in the manufacture of fertiliz- 
ers and explosives and those refining 
petroleum. 

At the time the census was taken in 
1909, forty-two establishments were re- 


ported as engaged primarily in the man- 
ufacture of sulphuric, nitric and mixed 
acids, these establishments giving em- 
ployment to 2,502 persons, of whom 2,252 
were wage earners, and paying out $1,- 
494,894 in wages. The value of their prod- 
ucts was $9,884,057, the cost of the mate- 
rials used $5,385,828, and the value added 
by manufacture $4,498,229, the cost of ma- 
terial being equal to 64.5 per cent. of the 
value of products. The capital invested 
amounted to $18,726,195. 

After calling attention to the fact that 
the average value of proaucts per estab- 
lishment decreased from $282,000 in 1904 to 
235,000 in 1909, the statement is made 
that the total expenses in the production 
of these acids was $8,347,000. Further de- 
tails of this acid industry, especially cov- 
ering the materials and products, are set 
forth in this report as follows:— 


The quantity of sulphur used in the indus- 
try shows an increase of 8.3 per cent. for the 
decade as a whole, all of which took place 
during the five-year period 1904-1909, while its 
cost shows a decrease of 12.1 per cent., the 
average cost per ton in 1909 being consider- 
ably less than that in 1904 or 1899. The quan- 
tity of pyrites used, on the other hand, in- 
ereased 87.6 per cent., and the cost increased 
121.2 per cent. during the decade. 

In the aggregate, 183 establishments reported 
the manufacture of sulphuric, nitric and mixed 
acids. These establishments Include thirteen 
engaged in the manufacture of explosives and 
five which reported the utilization of sulphur 
fumes from the roasting or smelting of copper 
and zinc sulphide ores. The establishments 
engaged primarily in other industries which 
manufactured sulphuric, nitric and mixed 
acids Include 94 fertilizer factories manufaoc- 
turing sulphuric acid for their own use, which 


reported 4,236 tons of sulphur and 456,574 
tons of pyrites, or nearly one-half of the ag- 
gregate quantity of pyrites repo:ted. 

Of the total value of products in 1909, that 
of sulphuric acid represented 57 per cent., that 
of nitric acid 5.1 per cent., and that of mixed 











acids 14.6 per cent. The total production of 
these acids increased 21.9 per cent, in value 
during the decade 1899-1909. 

In 1909 601,024 tons of pyrite cinder and 
43,301 tons of niter cake were reported by all 
establishments manufacturing sulphuric, nitric 
and mixed acids, but a considerable portion 
of both these residual products had no com- 
mercial value at the works. In addition, sul- 
phuric, nitric and mixed acids to the value 
of $5 .370 in 1909 and $5,195,433 in 1904 





were made for sale by establishments engaged 
primarily in the manufacture of other chem- 
cals and of fertilizers and in other industries. 
Of the total value of sulphuric, nitric and 
mixed acids reported as made for sale in 109 
by establishments engaged primari in the 
manufacture of other products ($5 : 














establishments engaged in the manufacture of 
other chemicals contributed $3,989,0% those 
included in the fertilizer industr $923,492, 
and zine smelting and refining establishments 
$487,507, the balance being reported by estab 
lishments engaged in the manufacture of ex- 
plosives, mucilage and paste and paints, in 


petroleum refining and in copper smelting. 


Of the total value of sulphuric, nitric and 
mixed acids produced for sale®in 1909, less 
than three-fifths (56.9 per cent.) was reported 
by establishments manufacturing these acids 
as primary products, the proportion in 1904 
being about the same. 

The total production of nitric acid in 1909 
was 68,717 tons, as compared with 54,190 tons 
in 1904, and 653,084,722 in 18099, an increase 


for the decade being 117.9 per cent. In 1899 
but slightly more than half of the total pro- 
duction (50.9 per cent.) was used in the estab- 
lishments where produced, while in 1909 the 


proportion was over four-fifths (80.1 per cent.). 
Mixtures of sulphuric acid and nitric acid 
are now used to a considerable extent in the 
manufacture of explosives and other chemi- 
The total production for sale was 57,- 
) pounds, valued at $1,860,787, in 1909; 
327 pounds, valued at $1,957,356, in 
1904; and 42,368,819 pounds, valued at $1,111,- 














158, in 1899, showing an increase for the dec- 
ade of 35 per cent. in quantity and of 67.4 
per cent, in value.
